rJ"'HE  Nature  and  Caufes  of  Dropftes,  have 
been  inveftigated  at  large,  and  the  Indi- 
cations of  Cure  clearly  laid  down,  by  many 
eminent  Writers;  in  particular  by  Boerhaave, 
Hoffman,  and  Cullen,  in  their  general  Syftems 
of  Pra&ice ; and  by  Monro,  Wilks,  and  others, 
in  Effays  profeffedly  written  upon  the  SubjeQ. 
But  the  Indication  of  th zmojl  Importance>that 
of  evacuating  the  Waters  by  the  Ufe  of  Me- 
dicines, has,  in  general,  been  attended  with 
the  greateft  Difficulty. 

Diaphoretics,  Sudorilics,  and  Sialagogues, 
have  very  feldom  produced  the  defired  Effe£L 
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Emetics  and  Purgatives  have  fometimes  been 
fuccefsful  in  carrying  off  the  Waters;  but,  much 
oftener,  have  only  diminifhed  them  to  a cer- 
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tain  Degree,  and  for  a fhort  Time,  becaufe 
the  Debility  which  they  occafion  is  found  to 
difpofe  the  Habit  more  ftrongly  to  a Reaccu- 
mulation of  extravafated  Fluids.  Which 
Confideration,  may  juftiy  render  it  doubtful, 
whether,  upon  the  whole,  more  Harm  than 
Good  has  not  been  done  by  thefe  Medicines 
in  the  Treatment  of  Dropfical  Patients.

But  the  fame  Obje&ion  cannot  reafonably 
be  made  again!!  the  Ufe  of  Diuretics,  becaufe 
they  feem  to  produce  their  EfFefts,  without 
inducing  Debility,  and  therefore  are  the  only 
Clafs  of  Evacuants,  which  Authors  have  una- 
nimoufly  agreed  to  recommend ; and  yet  the 
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ftrongeft  Advocates  for  Diuretics  acknowledge 
the  Uncertainty  of  their  Operation.

Dr.  Cullen,  in  his  Syftem  of  Praflice  lately 
published,  after  haVing  allowed  the  Propriety 
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of  diuretic  Medicines  in  the  Treatment  of 
Dropfies,  has  added:  “ It  happens,  however, 
« unluckily,  that  none  of  them  are  of  very 
<f  certain  operation  * 

Induced  by  thefe  Confiderations,  the  Au- 
thor of  the  following  Reports  has  made  Trial 
of  a greater  Variety  of  diuretic  Medicines  in 
Dropfical  Cafes  than  have  generally  been  ufed, 
in  Hopes  of  finding  fome  one,  more  effica- 
cious than  the  reft : and  he  flatters  himfelf  he 
may  recommend,  as  fuch,  the  celebrated  In- 
dian Plant  commonly  called  Tobacco. 

A Paragraph,  in  the  third  Volume  of  Dr. 
Duncan’s  very  valuable  Medical  Comment 
taries,  firft  induced  him  to  adminifter  Tobacco. 
It  was  Part  of  a Letter  from  Dr.  Garden  of 
Charles-Town,  South-Carolina,  to  Dr.  Hope 
of  Edinburgh,  wherein  he  fays ; “ Here  we 
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f<  ufe  with  furprifingly  great  efficacy,  in  drop* 
u fical  cafes,  the  alkaline  fixed  fait  of  to- 
“ bacco,  &c+.” 

On  reading  this  Account  it  occurred  to  him, 
that  if  this  Salt  was  endued  with  any  medici- 
nal Virtue  fuperior  to  that  of  the  common 
fixed  vegetable  Alkali  (the  Ufe  of  which  in 
Dropfies  has  long  been  well  known  to  Phyfi- 
cians)  it  mull  arife  from  fome  Property  inhe- 
rent in  Tobacco,  and  which,  perhaps,  had  not 
been  wholly  deftroyed  by  the  ASion  of  Fire 
and  if  fo,  why  not  try  the  Plant  itfelf? 

It  appears,  from  the  Hiftory  of  this  Plant, 
that  it  was  firft  introduced  into  Europe  by 
Monfieur  Nicot,  from  the  Ifland  of  Tobago, 
about  the  Year  1560,  and  that  various  medi- 
cinal Properties  have  been  attributed  to  it,  at 
different  Times,  efpecially  by  foreign  Phyfi- 
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cians.  But,  from  whatever  Caufe  it  has  hap- 
pened, the  Generality  of  Writers  on  the  Ma- 
teria Medica  have  fpoken  of  it  with  great  Cau- 
tion and  Referve ; and  for  the  mod  Part  have 
concluded  their  Remarks  by  declaring  it,  ei- 
ther obfolete,  or  fo  uncertain , violent , and  dele- 
terious in  its  Effects,  as  to  render  its  Exhibition 

And,  indeed,  thefe  Notions  of  the  Plant 
have  fo  far  prevailed,  that,  excepting  now  and 
then  by  Way  of  Clylter,  the  internal  Ufe  of 
Tobacco  may  fairly  be  confidered  as  having 
no  Place  in  modern  Pra&ice. 

Thefe  confiderations,  however,  have  in  no- 
wife difcouraged  the  Author  of  the  following 
Sheets,  from  commencing  an  Inquiry  into 
the  medicinal  Effefts  of  Tobacco;  and,  be-* 
ing  refolved  to  give  a faithful  Account  of  his 
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own  Experience  and  Obfervations,  he  has 
conduced  the  Inveftigation  thereof  with  the 
fame  Caution  and  Diligence,  as  if  the  Sub- 
ject had  never  been  before  treated.  Each 
Cafe  has  been  particularly  deferibed,  and  a 
Report  has  been  made  of  the  Effects  of  the 
Medicine  upon  every  Patient. 

The  Refult  of  this  Inquiry  has  afforded 
him  very  favourable  Ideas  upon  the  Subjeft; 
and  he  hopes  to  prove,  by  a confiderable 
Number  of  Fafls,  that  Tobacco  may,  under 
proper  Regulations,  be  adminiftered  internally, 
not  only  as  a fafe,  but  as  an  efficacious  and 
valuable  Remedy;  efpecially,  as  a powerful 
Diuretic , in  Cafes  of  Dropfies  and  Dy furies. 
This  Property,  however,  among  the  vaft 
Number  that  have  been  attributed  to  it,  feems 
fcarcelv  to  have  been  hinted  at  by  Authors. 
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A Medicine  poffeffing  this  Quality  in  an 
eminent  Degree,  has  long  been  acknowledged 
to  be  a Defideratum  in  Phyfic ; and  let  it  be 
confidered  as  a Further  Recommendation,  that 
it  is  found  in  a Vegetable.  Becaufe  the  Pro- 
ductions of  Nature  are  generally  conjlant  and 
uniform , while  thofe  of  Art  are  too  often  vari- 
able and  uncertain ; which  is  the  Cafe  in  fome 
of  our  mod;  powerful  chemical  Remedies. 

In  drawing  up  the  fubfequent  Cales,  the 
Author  being  equally  defirous  to  avoid  the 
Prolixity  of  Repetition,  and  the  Obfcurity  of 
extreme  Brevity,  has  only  given  a few  Cafes 
at  large ; but  has  added  others  in  an  abftra&ed 
Form,  in  which  he  has  attempted  to  concen- 
trate all  that  was  ufeful  in  each.  The  former 
w’dl  afford  a fufficient  Specimen  of  the  Me- 
thod and  Care,  with  which  the  Originals  of 
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the  abftrafted  ones  have  been  collected,  and 
enable  the  Reader  to  form  a tolerable  judg- 
ment of  the  Degree  of  Credit  to  which  the 
whole  is  entitled. 

If  the  following  Reports  fhould  be  favoura-

bly  received  by  the  Public,  it  will  encourage 
the  Author  to  lay  before  them,  upon  the  fame 
Flan,  an  Account  of  fome  other  Medicines, 
which,  from  his  own  Experience,  he  has  found 
efficacious  in  different  Difeafes.

Efforts  fora  confiderable  Length  of  Time; 
a Series  of  Cafes  mull  be  treated,  with  a con- 
itarn  View  to  the  Inveftigation  of  the  Opera- 
tions and  Virtues  of  Medicines,  with  Dili- 
gence, Perfeverance,  and  Zeal,  uninfluenced 
by  Theory,  Cuflom,  or  Authority ; and  per- 
tinent Obfervations,  relative  to  their  feveral 

» r- 

operative  and  curative  Effe£ts,  ought  to  be  ar- 
ranged under  general  Heads,  and  carefully 
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collated,  in  order  that  a proper  medicinal  Hif- 
tory  of  efficacious  Remedies  may  be  faithfully 
and  fuccefsfully  eftablifhed. 

Dir  'f.  however  as  the  Tafk  may  feem, 
the  following  Reports,  as  well  as  thofe  lately 
publifhed  on  Arfenic,  conducted  on  the  folid 
Bails  of  Experience,  agreeable  to  the  Princi- 
ples and  Precepts  laid  down  by  the  great  Lord 
Bacon,  for  the  Improvement  of  univerlal 
Science,  the  Author  has  ventured  to  exhibit 
as  his  firft  Specimens  of  this  important,  but 
laborious  Plan  : — with  what  Degree  of  Succ efs> 
he  leaves  to  the  candid  Public  to  determine. 

He  has  only  prefumed  to  call  them  Sped - 
mens,  becaufe  he  is  fenfible  they  are  not  en- 
titled to  the  Appellation  of  complete  Exam- 
ples ; for  although  the  Out-lines  of  a faith- 
ful Hiflory,  of  the  operative  Effeds  of  a few 
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aCtive  Medicines,  may  be  Io  far  delineated  by 
an  induftrious  Individual,  as  to  conftitute  the 
effential  Parts  of  their  operative  Characters ; 
yet  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  the  Leifure  and 
Attention  of  an  Individual,  be  it  what  it  may, 
can  render  thofe  Characters  fo  completely  full, 
and  minutely  correct,  as  they  will  be  in  the 
Courfe  of  Time,  from  the  Obfervations  and 
Experience  of  Numbers.  Much  lefs  can  it 
be  expefted,  that  a complete  Hiltory  of  their 
curative  EffeCts,  can  be  accomplilhed  by  the 
Labours  of  a fingle  Inquirer,  becaufe  it  de- 
mands a much  more  extenfive  Inveftigation. 
For  every  Patient  to  whom  the  fame  Medi- 
cine is  adminiftered,  is  a SubjeCt  for  the  Hif- 
tory  of  its  operative  Effects ; but  every  diffe- 
rent Difeafe,  to  be  treated  by  it,  implies  a Se- 
ries of  frefli  Cafes,  and  confequently  a confi- 
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derable  Enlargement  of  the  Detail  of  Fafts, 
necelfary  for  the  eftablifhing  and  completing 
its  curative  Charafter. 

In  refpeft  to  the  more  immediate  Purpofc 
of  the  prefent  Reports,  the  Author,  fince  his 
firft  Publication  on  the  Subjeft,  has  had  more 
Opportunities  of  adminiftering  Tobacco  than 
before,  and  has  Hill  found  it  in  general  very 
evidently  diuretic,  and  highly  ufeful  in  the 
Treatment  of  dropfical  Diforders.  He  has 
alfo  the  Satisfaction  to  add,  that  from  a much 
larger  Experience  of  its  good  Effcfts,  in  many 
Cafes  which  have  been  llrongly  marked  by 
thofe  Pains  and  Difficulties  of  palling  Urine, 
which  conftitute  the  Character  of  Dyfury,  he 
is  enabled  to  give  a more  decifive  Opinion,  in 
favor  of  its  Utility  in  dyfurial  Complaints. 
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The  curative  Effefts  of  the  Medicine,  he 
has  endeavoured  to  illuftrate  (till  further,  by 
adding  a confiderable  Number  of  frefli  Cafes 
with  Obfervations ; and  has  fubjoined  the 
Teltimonies  of  fome  of  his  worthy  medical 
Correfpondents  on  the  Subject.  He  has  alfo 
correQed  his  Account  of  the  operative  Effefls, 
and  laid  down  fuch  Rules  and  Cautions  for  the 
future  Adminiftration  of  the  Medicine,  as  he 
hopes  will  render  its  Operation  (till  milder, 
without  Prejudice  to  its  Efficacy  or  Impor- 
tance.

CASE  I. 

Dropfcal  Swellings  of  the  Legs , of  five  Months 
Continuance , much  7~elieved  by  the  Adminifira - 
tion  of  an  Infufion  of  Tobacco  for  the  f rjl 
nine  Days, 

APRIL  g,  1784. 

WILLIAM  BAYLEY,  of  Newcaftle- 
under-Line,  a Journeyman  Hatter, 
aged  36,  an  In-Patient.  He  is  affefted  with 
very  large  dropfical  Swellings  of  his  Legs 
and  Feet,  which,  when  he  is  fatigued  by  work- 
ing at  his  Bufinefs,  extend  to  his  Thighs.  His 
Belly  and  fuperior  Parts  are  not  at  all  fwelled. 
His  Urine,  of  which  he  makes  about  a Pint  in 
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a Night,  is  of  a natural  Colour.  His  Body  is 
regularly  open,  and  Appetite  good.  He  has 
ufed  no  Medicines,  except  three  Dofes  of 
purging  Fhyfic,  from  which  he  has  received 
no  Relief.  The  Swellings  came  on  without 
any  apparent  Caufe,  about  five  Months  ago. 

Ordered  to  take  at  Bed-Time  a Pill  of  five 
Grains  of  Calomel , and  in  the  Morning  a 
purging  Draught  of  half  an  Ounce  of  Glauber  s 
Salts , diffolved  in  two  Ounces  of  the  Iifufion  of 
Senndy  half  an  Ounce  of  the  Tintture  of  Sennet- 
being  added  to  the  Solution . 

April  10.  He  has  had  eight  or  ten 
Stools  from  the  Pill  and  Draught ; but  the 
Swellings  of  his  Legs  are  not  diminifhed. 

Ordered  to  take,  in  an  Ounce  of  Water y fifteen 
Drops  of  an  Infufion  of  Tobacco  t to-morrow 
Morning , twenty -two  at  Four  in  the  Afternoon^ 

and  thirty  at  Night  going  to  Bed *

April  12.  He  took  three  Dofes  Yefter- 
day  as  dire&ed,  and  had  three  Stools,  which 
"was  one  more  than  ordinary,  and  without  the 
leaft  Sicknefs  or  Uneafinefs.  He  paffed  two 
Pints  of  Urine  in  the  Night,  having  been  ufed 
to  pafs  only  one.  His  Legs  are  rather  lefs 
fwelled ; but  are  very  cedematous  up  to  the 
Calves. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  to  repeat  the  Infujion  in  Water  twice 
a Day , beginning  with  thirty-five  Drops , and 
adding  from  five  to  ten  Drops  to  each  Dofe,  until 
a Senfiation  of  Sicknefis  is  produced . 

April  14.  He  has  taken  the  Infufion 
regularly,  the  laft  Dofe  of  which  was  feventy- 
five  Drops,  without  perceiving  either  Sick- 
nefs,  or  any  other  EffeH,  except  a flight  Heat, 
in  the  Throat  immediately  after  fwallowing 
it.  He  had  three  Stools  Yefterday.  His 
Urine  is  become  pale,  and  increafed  in  Quan- 
tity, and  he  patted  four  Pints  laft  Night.  The 
dropficai  Swellings  are  evidently  diminifhed. 

Ordered  to  take  from  fieventyfive  Drops  t& 
cne  hundred  and  twenty , or  one  hundred  and 
fifty>  of  the  Infufion  twice  a Day . 

April  17.  He  has  gradually  increafed 
the  Medicine,  to  the  Amount  of  one  hundred 
and  feventy-five  Drops  in  the  laft  Dofe.  It 
operated  as  a ftrong  Diuretic  and  gentle 
Laxative,  and  produced  a flight  Giddinefs 
twice,  for  the  Space  of  half  an  Hour.  The 
Quantity  of  Urine  exceeds  that  of  the  Liquids 
taken.  He  has  paffed  four  Pints  each  of  the 
two  laft  Nights,  and  has  had  three  Stools 
daily.  The  Swellings  of  his  Legs  continue 
to  leffen. 

Ordered  to  take  two  hundred  Drops  of  the 
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Injujion  twice  a Day , in  an  Ounce  of  a Cor- 
dial Julep  *. 

April  19.  The  Medicine  fat  eafily,  and 
was  felt  warm  at  the  Stomach.  The  Urine 
equally  copious,  and  Stools  the  fame  as  be- 
fore. FI  is  Legs  not  at  all  fwelled  in  a Morn- 
ing* and  very  little  at  Night. 

The  Injujion  and  Julep  tv  ere  continued . 

April  21.  Fie  was  fick  laft  Night  and 
this  Morning,  and  threw  up  the  Medicine 
both  Times.  His  Stools  and  Urine  the  fame. 
His  Legs  continue  better ; but  ftill  are  a little 
fwelled  towards  Night. 

Ordered  to  take  only  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  in  the  Julep  txoice  a 


April  24.  The  Medicine  fat  eafily  on 
the  Stomach  ; but  his  Urine  is  not  quite  fo 
free.  His  Legs  are  rather  more  fwelled  to- 
wards Night,  and  a little  in  the  Morning. 

He  was  ordered  to  continue  the  Infufion  and 
Julep,  with  the  Addition  of  thirty  Drops  oj  a 

jlrong  Lixivium  of  Tartar  in  each  Dole  twice 

a Day . 

April 
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April  26.  He  has  been  fick  with  the 
Medicine  each  Morning,  and  threw  it  up 
once.  His  Urine  is  not  fo  copious,  and  his 
Legs  are  rather  more  fwelled. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  In - 
fufiony  with  twelve  Grains  of  the  fixed  vegetable 
Alkaliy  in  a Dofie  oj  the  Julep  twice  a Day . 

April  28.  His  Urine  is  not  increafed, 
and  his  Legs  are  much  the  fame. 

He  was  ordered  to  omit  the  Alkaline  Salty  and 
io  take  from  one  hundred  and  twenty , to  two 
hundred  Drops  of  the  Infufion  in  the  Julep 
twice  a Day. 

May  1.  He  took  the  Drops  one  Day, 
and  his  Stomach  and  Bowels  becoming  un- 
eafy,  a Purging  enfued,  and  he  has  taken  no 
more  fince.  His  Legs  are  much  the  fame  as 
for  two  Reports  paft ; but  much  better  upon 
the  whole,  the  Swellings  being  now  trifling.

JOB  KITE,  a Soldier,  aged  24,  an  In- 
J Patient.  His  Legs  have  been  dropfical 
near  eight  Weeks,  and  were  very  much  (welled 
laft  Night.  He  has  had  an  Ague  twenty-fix 
Weeks,  but  the  Fits  have  been  (topped  feven- 
teen  Days  by  the  Ufe  of  Medicines,  which 
were  only  finifhed  a few  Days  ago.  His  Face 
is  pale,  Habit  cache&ic,  and  Belly  rather 
fwelled.  His  Urine  is  in  tolerable  Quantity, 
Appetite  good,  and  Stools  regular.  ^

Ordered  to  take  one  Hundred  Drops  of  the 
Infufion , in  an  Ounce  of  the  Cordial  Julep 
every  Night . 

April  21.  The  Infufion  made  him 
fqucamifh  laft  Night  for  a quarter  of  an  Hour, 
and  he  was  fomewhat  hot  and  reftlefs  after- 
wards. He  has  had  three  eafy  Stools  fince 
V efterday,  and  made  a great  Quantity  of 
W ater  both  Nights.  The  fwelling  of  the 
Belly  quite  gone,  and  that  of  the  Legs  much 
fubfided. 


Ordered 
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Ordered  to  take  one  Hundred  and  fifty  Drops 
tf  the  Infufion  in  the  Julep  twice  a Day . 

April  24.  The  Infufion  made  him  ra- 
ther fick  and  hot,  and  caufed  him  to  fweat. 
His  Urine  hill  increafed,  and  the  Swellings 
of  his  Les^s  Hill  leffened. 

The  Medicines  continued. 

April  26.  The  Infufion  makes  him 
rather  fick,  for  about  an  Hour,  alfo  hot  and 
refllefs  in  the  Night  Time,  although  fome- 
what  drowfy.  He  makes  about  five  Pints  of 
Urine  every  Night,  ufed  to  make  only  half 
that  Quantity,  and  has  drunk  no  more  than 
ordinary.  The  Swellings  of  his  Legs  are  en. 
tirely  gone.  His  Appetite  very  good,  and  he 
finds  himfelf  ilronger. 

Ordered  to  omit  the  Infufion  and  Julep , and 
to  take  a Dram  of  the  bitter  TinBure  J,  with 
thirty  Drops  of  the  compound  Spirits  of  Laven- 
der in  an  Ounce  of  Water  twice  a Day . 

April  28.  No  Return  of  Swellings, 
although  he  does  not  make  fo  much  Urine 
by  one  quarter  Part  in  a Night,  fince  he 
omitted  the  Infufion.  No  Complaints.

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CASE  III. 

A general  Droftjy,  of  twelve  Days  Continuance , 
cured  by  the  Adminiflration  cf  the  Infufion, 
eleven  Days . 

APRIL  29,  1784. 

WILLIAM  MARSHALL,  of  Afton, 
aged  68,  a Labourer,  has  been  af- 
fixed with  Dropfical  Swellings  of  his  Legs  and 
1 highs  for  twelve  Days  paft.  His  Belly  is 
rather  fwelled,  and  has  a Senfation  of  Fulnefs 
at  his  Stomach.  He  has  a bad  Cough,  at- 
tended with  a large  Expeftoration,  a Difficulty 
of  Breathing,  and  a Pain  in  his  Bread:.  His 
Urine  is  fcanty ; but  not  high  coloured.  He 
has  loft  I leffi,  and  is  very  feeble.  His  Appetite 
is  bad,  and  Pulfe  weak.  He  is  thirfty  and  low 
Spirited.  His  deep  is  tolerable,  and  Stools  re- 
gular. Fie  has  taken  a Vomit,  and  two  Dofes 
of  purging  Phyfic  without  Relief. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  In - 
jujion  every  Nighty  and  fifty  every  Morning , in 
a little  Water . 

May  2.  He  has  taken  fix  Dofes  of  the 
infufion,  which  agreed  well,  and  occafioned 
feveral  eafy  loofe  Stools.  His  Urine  is  alfo 
fenfibly  increafed,  and  his  Belly,  Thighs,  and 

Legs 
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Legs,  much  decreafed.  His  Cough,  Refpira- 
tion,  and  Stomach  are  relieved,  and  his  Spirits 
better. 

Ordered  to  tale  one  hundred  and  twenty -five 
Drops  of  the  Infujion  every  Night , and  one  hun- 
dred every  Morning  in  a little  Water . 

May  6.  He  has  paffed  three  pints  of 
Urine,  and  has  had  one  or  two  loofe  Stools, 
every  twenty-four  Hours.  The  Swellings  of 
his  Belly  and  Thighs  are  totally  gone,  and  - 
thofe  of  his  Legs  are  only  perceptible  towards 
the  Evening.

A confirmed  general  Dropfy  in  a fcrophulous 
Habit , conjiderably  relieved  for  a Jliort  Time , 
by  the  Adminif ration  of  the  Infufion.

SAMUEL  SHENTON,  of  Moor- 
Heath,  in  the  Parifh  of  Leigh,  aged  37. 
He  is  ftrongly  affeUed  with  dropfical  Swel- 
lings, and  his  Face  and  Neck  fo  much  tumi-

fied,  that  he  cannot  lie  down  without  Danger 
of  Suffocation.  The  Abdomen  is  enlarged, 
and  the  Scrotum,  Thighs,  Legs,  and  Feet,  are 
fwelled  to  a vafl  Size.  His  Urine  is  little 
more  than  half  a Pint  in  twenty-four  Hours, 
although  he  drinks  from  three  to  four  Pints,  of 
Liquids  in  a Day.  He  coughs  and  fpits 
much,  and  hath  great  Difficulty  of  Breathing. 
He  is  extremely  weak  and  thirfty.  His  Ap- 
petite greatly  impaired,  his  Body  much  bound, 
and  Feet  very  cold.  He  has  been  affeHed 
with  carious  Ulcers  on  his  left  Hand  and  right 
Foot  for  five  Years  paft.  The  dropfical  Symp- 
toms, which  are  of  four  Months  Continuance, 
fucceeded  a tertian  Fever. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  In-

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JSoiy  is  coftive.  Advifed  alfo  to  make  life  of  a 
more  nourijhing  Diet. 

May  19.  The  Infufion  produced  a Gid- 
dinefs,  with  a flight  Naufea,  arid  caufed  an  a- 
mazing  Increafe  of  Urine,  which  continues. 
All  the  Swellings,  except  that  of  the  Abdo- 
men, are  much  reduced,  and  he  can  now  lie 
down  to  deep.  He  has  taken  the  purging 
Pills,  and  had  two  Stools  with  each  Dofe. 

Ordered  to  take  from  one  hundred,  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Drops  of  the  Infufion , in  Water , 
twice  a Day)  and  to  continue  his  Pills  and  Re- 
gimen. 

May  25.  He  has  taken  the  Infufion  re- 
gularly, and  enlarged  the  Dofe  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Drops,  and  found  his  Urine  in- 
creafed  in  Proportion.  One  Evening  he  took 
two  hundred  Drops,  which  made  him  flick, 
with  confiderable  Giddinefs  and  Pain  acrofs 
his  Eyes.  During  the  Night  he  paffed  four 
Pints  of  Urine.  The  upper  Extremities  are 
entirely  free  from  Swellings,  except  about 
the  Hand  affefted  with  carious  Ulcers.  The 
Scrotum  is  quite  reduced,  and  the  Size  of  the 
Belly  nearly  fo.

May  on.  On  omitting  his  Medicine  for

two  Days,  the  Swellings  of  his  Legs  and  Thighs 
feemed  at  a ftand,  but  on  refuming  it,  his 
Urine  was  again  increafed,  and  he  had  two 
or  three  Stools  a Day,  and  can  bear  the  pre- 
lent Doles  tolerably  well.  The  Swellings  of 
the  lower  Extremities  are  now  very  trilling, 
and  the  Belly,  Scrotum,  and  other  Parts  of 
the  Body,  are  entirely  free  from  Tumefac- 
tion.

Ordered  to  tale  ten  Grains  of  Iptcacuany  with 
one  of  Tartar  Emeticy  in  the  Evening ; alfo  to 
continue  the  Infufion  every  other  Night , and  take 
a Steel  Pill  * twice  a Day .

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June  13  The  Vomit  operated  well,  and 
his  Appetite  is  rather  better.  The  Steel  Pills 
agreed.  The  EffeCls  of  the  Infufion  and 
Symptoms  the  fame  as  at  the  laft  Report,  ex- 
cept that  the  Ulcers  have  become  painful, 
and  prevent  his  getting  Reft.  His  Body  ftill 
loofe. 

Ordered  to  tale  two  hundred  "Drops  oj  the 
Infufion  every  Night , and  a Pill  oj  a Grain  of 
Opium  every  other  Night. 

June  20.  He  has  thrown  up  his  Medicine 
almoft  every  Time  he  took  it.  His  Urine 
decreafed,  and  Swellings,  Cough,  and  Diffi- 
culty of  Refpiration  returning. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  In - 
fufion  twice  and  thrice  a Day , and  the  Regimen 
to  he  continued. 

August  14.  The  Infufion  has  operated 
more  as  an  Emetic  and  Purgative,  than  a 
Diuretic,  and  the  fwellings  greatly  increafing, 
it  ceafed  to  operate  as  a Diuretic  altogether, 
and  therefore  was  given  up.  He  has  fince 
tried  Cream  of  Tartar,  Squills,  &c.  but  with- 
out Relief,  and  is  now  faft  approaching  to 
the  forlorn  Situation  in  which  I firft  faw  him.

JANE  RUSHTON,  aged  34,  the  Wife  of 
a labouring  Man  of  Moor- Heath,  in  the 
Parifh  of  Leigh.  She  is  affefted  with  a Swel- 
ling of  the  Abdomen,  which  appears  larger  than 
is  ufual  in  the  laft  Month  of  Pregnancy.  O11 
examining  her  Body,  a Flu&uation  is  per- 
ceptible to  the  Touch.  She  has  a fhort  Cough, 
with  great  Difficulty  of  Breathing  on  the  leafi 
Exertion.  Her  Countenance  is  fallow,  and 
Legs  rather  fwelled.  Her  Stomach  and  Bowels 
are  much  afflifted  with  Wind,  and,  fiom  a 
general  Senfation  of  Fulnefs,  ffie  fleeps  ill, 
and  dares  eat  but  very  little  at.  a Time.  She 
has  five  or  fix  Stools  in  a Day,  and  is  thirfty. 
Her  Tongue  is  clean,  her  Pulfe  at  108  Strokes 
in  a Minute,  and  weak.  She  has  loft  both  Flefh 
and  Strength.  Her  Urine  Jias  been  very  high 
coloured  for  two  Months  paft,  and  not  exceed- 
ing half  a Pint  in  twenty-four  Hours.  Her 
Menfes  are  regular,  ffiut  rather  pale.  About 
three  Months  ago,  immediately  after  catching 
Cold  upon  a Journey,  a fudden  Diminution 
<pf  Urine  took  Place,  and  was  followed  by  the

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above  dropfical  Symptoms,  which  have  gra-  * 
dually  grown  worfe.  She  has  been  accuftomed 
to  a very  poor  Diet,  and  has  had  feven  Chil- 
dren, the  youngeft  of  which  is  now  fifteen 
months  old. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the 
Infufiony  in  a little  Water  this  Evening  and 
to-morrow  Morning , and  to  ufe  a more  nouri/h- 
ing  Diet. 

June  i.  She  has  had  fome  Vertigo  with 
each  Dofe,  and  palfed  a Pint  and  a half  of 
Urine  within  the  laft  twenty-four  Hours  with 
fome  Relief,  and  her  Loofenefs  is  rather  a- 
bated. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  and  twenty -five 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  in  Water  twice  a Day , and 
one  Grain  of  Opium  at  Bed-time^  twice  in  the 
Courfe  of  the  Week. 

June  6.  She  has  fome  Sicknefs  and  Ver- 
tigo in  a Morning.  Her  Urine,  by  the  fourth 
Dofe,  was  increafed  to  four  Pints  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  has  continued  in  the  fame  Pro- 
portion, and  is  become  of  a more  natural  Co- 
lour. Her  Body  is  diminifhed  in  Circum- 
ference, acrofs  the  Navel,  two  Inches  and 
three  Quarters,  and  fhe  feels  herfelf  much  re- 
lieved in  every  RefpeU.  She  has  had  more 
Red  with  the  two  Pills  of  Opium,  and  has 
only  had  one  or  two  Stools  in  a Day. 

Ordered 
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Ordered  the  Infufion  and  Pills  to  be  con- 
tinued. 

Junj.  13.  She  has  wholly  negle&ed  to 
take  her  Medicine,  and  her  Urine  is  lefiened 
iince  the  1 all  Report.  She  has  hadfome  Reft 
by  the  Ufe  of  the  Pills,  and  lays  the  Size  of 
her  Body  is  much  the  fame. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  of  the  In- 
fujion in  Water  tzuice  a Day  for  a Week , and 
to  continue  the  Pills  of  Opium  as  before .

June  20.  On  taking  the  Infufion  again, 
her  Urine  increafed  to  between  three  and  four 
Pints  in  twenty-four  Hours,  and  has  con- 
tinued in  the  fame  Proportion.  Her  Body 
is  diminiihed  three  Inches  and  a hall  fince  the 
laft  Report.  She  has  taken  her  Pills,  and  has 
now  only  two  or  three  Stools  in  a Day.  She 
deeps  well.  Appetite  mends,  and  is  better  in 
all  Refpe&s. 

Ordered  to  omit  the  Pills , and  to  continue  the 
Infufion  for  f even  Days. 

June  27.  She  has  regularly  taken  her 
Medicine,  and  makes  about  four  Pints  of 
Urine  in  a Day,  which  is  double  the  apparent 
Quantity  of  Liquids  taken.  Her  Body  fhe 
thinks  reduced  to  within  an  Inch  or  two  of 
its  natural  Size,  the  ReduHion  being  two  In- 
ches and  a half  Iince  the  laft  Report,  and  eight 

Inches 
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Inches  and  three  Quarters  in  all.  Her  Men - 
fes  are  regular,  more  copious,  and  of  a better 
Colour.  She  gathers  Flefh  and  Strength. 
Pier  Complexion  is  much  more  natural,  and 
Stools  more  regular. 


Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  and  twenty- five 
Drops  oj  the  Injufion>  twice  a Day  for  jive  Days  ; 
and  then  from Jixty  to  one  hundred  Drops  oj  the 
TinBure  of  Tobacco  |j  every  Night  jor  jour 
Nights , in  a little  Water . 


July  11.  She  omitted  the  Medicines  for 
feme  Days,  and  her  Body  enlarged  two  In- 
ches; but  on  her  repeating  the  Infufion  for 
five  Days,  that  Difcharge  was  again  aug- 
mented, and  the  Diminution  of  the  Abdomen 
is  now  eight  Inches  and  three  Quarters  as  be- 
fore. The  Tincture  proved  equally  diuretic 
with  the  Infufion  ; but  when  fhe  came  to  take 
one  hundred  Drops  of  the  former,  her  Head 
was  more  affefted  than  with  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  of  the  latter. 

Ordered  to  take  one  hundred  Drops  oj  the 
TinBure  every  Night . 

August  5.  She  only  continued  the  Tinc- 
ture a few  Nights,  and  with  the  fame  Opera- 
tion. Her  Body  (till  grew  lefs,  and  has  con-

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tinued  fo.  It  is  now  reduced  to  its  former 
State,  and  is  full  ten  Inches  and  a Quarter 
lefs  than  it  was,  when  ihe  began  the  Ufe  of 
the  Infufion.  In  the  Courfe  of  a Week,  from 
thelafi  Report,  (lie  recovered  fo  much  Strength 
as  to  be  able  to  go  out  to  work  in  the  Fields, 
which  Employment  fire  has  continued,  and  has 
acquired  Flefli,  and  a healthy  Complexion. 
On  the  accumulated  Waters  being  fo  effe&u- 
ally  reduced,  Ihe  complained  that  the  Abdo- 
men felt  very  relaxed  and  flabby,  and  there- 
fore I ordered  her  to  wear  a tight  Waiftcoat, 
by  way  of  Bandage,  from  which  fhe  found 
great  Support  and  Comfort.  She  alfo  per- 
ceived her  recovery  of  Strength  accelerated, 
by  ufing  a fomewhat  more  nourifhing  Diet. 

December  i.  She  continues  entirely  free 
from  every  dropfical  Symptom. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

TH  E Cafe  of  William  Bayley,  being  the 
firlt  in  which  the  Infufion  of  Tobacco 
was  adminiftered,  it  was  neceffary  to  begin 
with  final  1 Dofes,  and  to  augment  them  gra- 
dually. It  deferves  Notice,  that  its  diuretic 
Effects  were  perceptible,  by  the  Time  the 
Patient  had  taken  the  third  Dofe,  which  was 
thirty  Drops,  and  that  his  Urine  continued 
pro  ° re  ill  v el  y to  increase,  till  be  had  taken  one 

hundred 
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hundred  and  feventy-live  at  a Dofc  ; that  he 
had  every  Day  an  eafy  Stool  extraordinary  ; 
that  there  was  no  other  lingular  EffeD,  except 
a flight  Vertigo  twice,  during  the  firlt  nine 
Days  ,*  at  the  End  of  which,  the  Swellings  were 
almoft  entirely  gone;  and  that  the  largeft 
Dofe  of  the  Infufion  (which  was  two  hundred 
Drops)  produced  not  the  lead  alarming  or 
deleterious  Effefl,  either  on  the  vital  or  ani- 
mal Funftions. 

The  Circumftances,  thus  far,  were  as  flat- 
tering as  could  well  attend  the  firlt  Trial  of 
an  aCtive  Medicine.  It  is  true  the  larger 
Dofes  of  it,  after  the  Period  mentioned,  did 
not  feem  to  agree  fo  well,  efpccially  when 
combined  with  the  Lixivium  and  fixed  alka- 
line Salt.  The  diuretic  EffeCts,  however,  of 
the  Infufion  were  fo  far  confpicuous,  as  to 
determine  me  in  my  Intention  of  making  fur- 
ther Trials  of  it,  as  foon  as  any  other  proper 
Cafes  fhould  occur. 

With  Regard  to  the  Treatment  of  this  Pa- 
tient not  being  longer  continued,  his  Stomach 
having  become  fqueamifh,  and  Bowels  irrit- 
able, the  Swellings  of  his  Legs  trifling,  and  he 
aole  to  return  to  his  Work,  it  appeared  moft 
advifable  wholly  to  omit  his  Medicines.

The  Lixivium  and  Salt  were  added  to  the 
infufion  in  this  Cafe,  upon  the  Suppofition, 

D 2 that 
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that  the  nxcd  vegetable  Alkali  had  had  a.  con- 
fiderable  Share  in  the  Succeis  of  the  Medi- 
cine, laid  to  have  been  given  in  South  Caro- 
lina. But,  from  a Number  of  bafts,  I am 
row  convinced,  that  l was  right  in  my  firft 
C ,/iijeft’oe,  on  reading  ihat  Account  in  the 
Metrical  Commentaries ; and  that  the  Salt  of 
Tobacco,  which  they  made  Lie  of  ( efpecially 
if  it  was  adminiftered  un Separated  from  the 
Allies  ) was  not  a pure  fixed  vegetable  Alkali; 
but  a vegetable  Salt,  partaking  more  or  lef$ 
of  the  native  Virtues  of  the  Plant. 

The  diuretic  Effefts  of  the  Infufion,  in  the 
twro  following  Calcs,  were  very  pointed  and 
fuccefsful.  In  that  of  Job  Kite,  the  dropfi- 
cal  Sym)  toms,  from  which  the  Abdomen  was 
not  exempt,- were  combined  with  a very' ca- 
chectic ilabit,  caufed  by  the  long  Continu- 
ance of  an  obitinate  Ague;  and  in  that  of 
William  Marfhall,  connected  with  old  Age, 
Cough,  and  Shortnefs  of  Breath. 

The  Effeft  of  the  Infufion  were  not  a little 
furp  riling  in  the  Cale  of  Samuel  S lien  toil ; lor 
although  it  did  not  terminate  luccefsfully,  yet 
the  im  me  rife  Quantity  oi  Waters  was  almoft 
wholly  evacuated  in  a very  fhort  1 ime,  by  the 
powerful  Operation  of  the  Medicine.  Nor 
was  it  at  all  wonderful,  that  a Re-accumula- 
tion of  extravalated  Fluids,  Ihould  afterwards 
take  Place  in  a Habit,  which,  from  a deep 

tooted  S crop  hula  of  live  Years,  was  affefted 

with 
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W’th  lymphatic  Obftruftions,  and  great  general 
Debility;  nor  that  the  Stomach' fhould  at  lalt 
reject  the  Medicine  in  a Conllitution  fo  much 
exhaufted. 

The  Cafe  of  Jane  Rufhton,  was  the  moft 
fuccefsful  and  fatisfactory  of  the  Kind  I ever 
treated ; for  the  dropfical  Detention  of  her 
Body,  although  file  was  a very  little  Woman, 
was  reduced  without  any  fatiguing  Operation, 
ten  Inches  arid  a Quarter  in  Circumference. 
The  Cure,  through  the  whole  Progrefs  of  the 
Treatment,  ftrongiy  correfponded  with  the 
diuretic  Effects  of  the  Medicine;  it  was 
fpeedy,  radical,  and  permanent. 


CASE  VI. 

An  Af cites  of  nine  Weeks  Continuance , cured 
chiefly  by  the  Adminiflration  of  the  Infufion, 
for  fifteen  Days. 

JUNE  26,  1784. 

MR  S.  B , in  the  Neighbourhood 

of  Stafford,  aged  55.  Her  Abdomen 
is  fenfibly  enlarged,  and  appears  on  Exami- 
nation to  contain  Water.  Her  Face  is  pale 
and  bloated,  and  the  whole  Habit  rather 
dropfical.  The  Urine  is  in  moderate  Quan- 
tity, and  not  high  coloured.  The  Pulfe 

ninety* 
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ninety-two  Strokes  in  a Minute,  and  rather 
weak,  and  attended  with  a general  Languor. 
The  Appetite  is  tolerable,  Sleep  natural,  and 
no  Thirft ; but  her  Body  is  bound. 

The  dropfical  Symptoms  are  of  nine  Weeks 
Continuance,  and  came  on  fuddenly.  The 
firft  five  Weeks  the  Urine  on  an  Average, 
amounted  only  to  about  twelve  Ounces  in 
twenty-four  Hours.  The  Swellings  have  not 
increafed  much  for  this  Month  pad.  She  has 
lived  abftemioufly,  been  much  confined  in 
the  Houfe,  and  has  taken  no  Medicines.

Ordered  to  take  ninety  Drops  of  the  Infufion 
tf  Tobacco  every  Night , and  Jixty  Drops  every 
Morning , in  an  Ounce  of  a weak  aromatic  In - 
vfionof  Horfc  Radijh  for  Jour  Days . 

Ordered  to  take  alfo , half  a Dram  of  Cream 
of  Tartar , with  three  Grains  of  Ginger , twice 
a Day  for  three  Days . 

Advifed  to  make  Ufe  of  a more  nourijhing 
Diet , and  take  Exercife  on  Horfeback. 

July  2.  The  Medicines  were  taken  re- 
gularly for  four  Days,  and  made  her  fick,  and 
light-headed  for  an  Hour  each  Time.  They 
procured  two  Stools  a Day,  and  the  Urine  is 
materially  increafed,  three  Pints  a Day  being 
dif charged,  and  only  two  Pints  and  a half  of 
Liquids  drunk.  The  Abdomen  meafured  by 
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a Fillet  acrofs  the  Navel,  appears  to  have  fub- 
Tided  near  ail  Inch,  and  the  general  Swellings 
are  abated.  The  Body  is  become  bound 
fince  the  Medicines  were  finifhed. 

Ordered  the  Infufion  with  the  fame  Vehicle , 
to  be  continued  every  other  Day  for  a Week ; and 
two  Drams  of  Cream  of  Tartar , to  be  taken 
every  other  Morning , on  the  intermediate  Days. 
The  Regimen  to  be  continued . 

July  11.  She  has  had  an  eafy  Stool  with 
each  Dofe  of  the  Cream  of  Tartar,  and  has 
taken  the  Infufion  four  Days,  which  was  ac- 
companied with  a flight  Giddinefs.  The 
Urine  is  copious,  and  the  Body  meafures  a~ 
crofs  the  Navel,  one  Inch  and  three  Quarters 
lefs  than  at  the  laft  Report. 

The  Medicines  and  Regimen  were  continued. 

July  18.  The  Medicines  have  been  re- 
gularly taken,  and  the  Abdomen  has  fubfided 
one  Inch  more,  three  Inches  and  a half  in  all. 
She  judges  by  her  Stays,  that  her  Body  is  a- 
bout  its  natural  Size.  She  feels  herfelf  ftron- 
ger,  in  better  Spirits,  and  appears  more  heal- 
thy. The  Body  is  kept  open  by  the  Cream 
of  Tartar,  and  the  Urine  continues  in  the 
fame  Proportion;  but  is  molt  copious  on  the 
Days  fhe  takes  the  Infufion. 

Ordered  the  Infufion  and  Vehicle  to  be  repeat- 

ed% 
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ed , twice  every  third  Day ; and  tioo  Steel  Pills 
'with  an  Ounce  oj  Port  M ine,  to  be  taken  twice 
a Day  on  the  intermediate  Days . The  Regimen 
to  be  continued . 

July  31.  The  Infufion  as  ufual,  always 
accompanied  with  an  Increafe  of  Urine,  and 
has  been  taken  (in  all)  fifteen  Days.  The 
Size  of  her  Body  continues  the  fame.  The 
Pills  and  Wine  agreed  with  her,  and  fhe  has 
gradually  gathered  Strength.  Her  Appetite 
and  Digeftion  are  very  good  ; but  (lie  is  ra- 
ther coifive. 

Ordered  to  continue  the  Steel  Pills  and  Wine 
every  Day  jor  a Fortnight ; and  to  take  a Dram 
of  Cream  oj  Tartar,  with  half  a Dram  oj 
Floiuers  of  Sulphur  when  cojlive . 

August  28.  The  Cream  of  Tartar,  and 
Sulphur  were  taken  two  or  three  Times,  and 
gently  opened  her  Body.  She  has  continued 
the  Steel  Pills  and  Wine,  and  has  gathered 
much  Strength.  Her  Complexion  is  become 
natural,  and  fhe  remains  quite  free  from  every 
drQpfical  Symptom.

Ordered  to  take  ten  Grains  of  Ipecacuan  -with 
one  of  Emetic  Tartar  in  the  Evening,  and  a 
purging  Draught  in  the  Morning,  the  fame  as 
was  prefcribed  for  William  Bayley. 

July  23.  The  Powder  operated  freely, 
and  brought  up  much  Phlegm,  with  icelief  of 
Appetite."  The  purging  Draught  gave  four  or 
five  loofe  Stools,  and  both  Stomach  and  Belly 
are  much  relieved  from  a Senle  ot  Fulnefs. 

Ordered  to  repeat  the  purging  Draught  in  the 
Morning,  and  to  take  from  fifty  to  fxty  Di  ops 
of  the  Infufion  of  Tobacco  every  Night,  and 
forty  every  Morning. 

July  30*  The  operative  Effetls  of  the 
purging  Draught,  much  the  lame  as  before. 
Fifty-five  Drops  of  the  Infufion  at  Night,  and 
forty  in  the  Morning,  caufed  a Naui’ea  and 
Vertigo  for  near  an  Hour  after  each  Do  c, 
with  three  or  four  Stools  in  a Day.

Patient.  She  complains,  that  for  ten 
Days  paft,  fhe  has  difcharged  very  little  Urine*

half  a Pint  in  twenty-four  Hours;  during  which 
her  Abdomen  has  {’welled  much,  and  a Fluc- 
tuation is  perceptible  to  the  Touch.  She  is 
affeHed  with  a fhort  dry  Cough,  a Senfe  of 
Fulnefs  at  the  Stomach,  and  Diminution  of 
Appetite.  -Menfes  fcanty,  but  Pools  regular. 

About  eighteen  months  ago,  fhe  was  affedfed 
with  very  Prong  Symptoms  of  an  approaching 
Phthifis  Pulmonalis,  but  was  relieved  by  a 
feafonablc  Exhibition  of  Medicines,  and  con- 
tinued well  till  of  late,  that  Pie  has  been  de- 
bilitated by  fome  Paroxyfms  of  a tertian 
Ague 


Ordered  to  take  from  eighty  to  one  hundred 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  twice  a Day  for  four  Days. 

August  17.  She  has  increafed  the  Drops 
to  ninety-five  in  a Morning,  and  one  hundred 
at  Bed-time,  which  were  attended  with  Vertigo 
and  Naufea,  and  proved  Prongly  diuretic. 
The  Size  of  the  Abdomen,  which  was  mea- 
fured  by  a Fillet  at  the  lap  Report,  is  now 
on  examination,  lePened  an  Inch  and  half 
in  Circumference.  The  Fulnefs  of  the  Sto- 
mach abated,  and  Cough  and  Appetite  rathcr 
better. 


Ordered 
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Ordered  to  omit  her  Medicine  for  a few  Days. 

August  22.  Her  Urine  is  not  fo  copious 
as  it  was,  although  it  continues  tolerable  free, 
and  the  Size  of  her  Body  much  the  fame  as 
when  laft  meafured.  Her  Appetite  is  better, 
and  (lie  is  fomewhat  ftronger. 

Ordered  to  repeat  her  Medicine  for  five  Days . 

August  29.  On  refuming  her  Medicine, 
the  Vertigo  and  Naufea  became  fo  trouble- 
iome,  that  fhe  was  obliged  to  lower  the  Dofes 
to  eighty  Drops  at  Bed-time,  and  fixty  in  a 
Morning.  Her  Urine,  however,  was  imme- 
diately much  increafed,  and  the  fwelling  of 
her  Body  is  now  fo  much  diminiflied,  that  (he 
can  lace  her  Stays  quite  clofe  ; but  fays,  fhe 
is  not  yet  quite  reduced  to  her  former  Size.

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OBSERVATION  S. 

The  Cafe  of  Mrs.  B was  alfo  very 

fuccefsful,  the  Operations  of  the  Medicines 
were  effe&ual,  and  her  Recovery  was  com- 
pleted in  a fhort  Time.  I have  faid  cured 
chiefly  by  the  Infufiony  becaufe  I allow  the 
Cream  of  Tartar  to  have  done  fome  Service  ; 
but  as  the  chief  Increafe  of  the  Urine  always 
correfponded  with  the  Exhibition  of  the  In- 
fufion,  which  was,  as  ufual  in  other  Cafes,  ac- 
companied with  a flight  Vertigo,  it  appears 
very  reafonable  to  conclude,  that  the  principal 
Share  of  the  Cure  was  owing  to  the  Tobacco. 
The  Medicine  in  which  it  was  adminiftered, 
I confider  as  no  more  than  a coinciding  Ve- 
hicle prefcribed  for  the  Occafion  ; and  there- 
fore have  not  thought  it  of  Confequence 
enough  to  be  inferted  in  the  Chapter  of  For- 
mulae. The  Propriety  of  exhibiting  Steel  and 
Wine  (after  the  Evacuation  of  the  Waters) 
in  order  to  ffrengthen  the  Conftitution,  and 
prevent  a Relapfe,  muft  be  obvious  to  every 
one,  acquainted  with  the  Nature  of  Dropfies* 

The  Anafarca,  or  general  Dropfy  of  Tho- 
mas Wooldridge,  had  not  proceeded  to  lb 
dangerous  a Degree ; the  Cure,  however, 
ferves  to  eltablilh  the  Efficacy  of  the  Medi- 
cine. It  was  obfervable  that  the  diuretic  Ef- 
fect of  the  Infufion  did  not  take  Place  the 
firff  two  Days,  that  it  began  to  operate  on  the 

F third. 
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third,  and  that  the  Urine  continued  to  in- 
creafe  for  feveral  Days ; then  remained  co- 
pious, and  the  Cure  was  progreffive.  The 
griping  Pains  of  his  Bowels,  when  trouble- 
some, were  always  relieved  by  the  Ufe  of  the 
Laudanum. 

The  dropfical  Symptoms,  in  the  Cale  of 
Ann  Bate,  were  very  quickly  removed  by  the 
Efficacy  of  the  Infufion,  which  became  power- 
fully diuretic  from  the  firft.  The  dyfpeptic 
and  rheumatic  Complaints  were  likewife  fpee- 
dily  relieved  by  their  appropriate  Remedies  ; 
and  excepting  her  fcrophulous  Affeftion,  which 
was  not  confidered  as  an  ObjeH  of  Treatment 
whilft  fhe  remained  in  the  Infirmary,  file  was 
difmiffed  cured  in  a very  fliort  Time.

The  Cafe  of  Jane  Pool  ferves  to  illuftrate 
the  Effects  of  Tobacco  in  a fatisfaBory  Man- 
ner, for  the  Flow  of  Urine  and  Relief  of 
Symptoms,  correfponded  exaBly  to  the  Period 
of  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Medicine.  The 
Reafon  why  the  Foxglove  was  prefcribed, 
when  the  Difeafe  was  fo  nearly  removed  by 
the  Ufe  of  Tobacco,  was  in  order  to  try  the 
operative  EffeBs  of  the  former  with  thole  of 
the  latter  in  the  fame  Cafe.  Accordingly, 
after  three  Days  Interval,  the  Powder  of  the 
Foxglove  was  given,  and  was  attended  with  a 
frefh  Increafe  of  Urine,  and  the  Disappear- 
ance of  the  flight  Remains  of  the  Afcites.  In- 
deed I have  not  the  fmalleft  Doubt,  but  that 

either 
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either  of  the  Medicines  alone,  would  have 
been  perfectly  fufficient  for  the  Removal  of 
the  Difeafe ; becaufe,  from  former  Experi- 
ence, I had  found  this  Patient's  Conftitution 
favourable  to  the  Operation  of  a fedative 
Diuretic.  It  may  be  thought  fomewhat  ex- 
traordinary, why  I began  with  fuch  large 
Dofes  of  the  Infufion  in  the  prefcnt  Cafe ; 
but  I was  encouraged  to  it,  from  her  bearing 
fimilar  ones  without  the  leaft  Inconvenience, 
in  her  Illnefs  eighteen  Months  ago;  at  which 
Time  it  proved  Strongly  diuretic,  and  feemed 
to  be  the  chief  Medicine  that  relieved  her 
from  her  peQoral  Complaints. 

The  Cafe  of  Elizabeth  Darby,  not  only  af- 
fords a ftriking  Illuftration  of  the  curative 
Effe6ts  of  Tobacco,  for  it  became  diuretic 
and  perceptibly  fuccefsful  after  two  Days  Ex- 
hibition ; but  alfo  of  the  Efficacy  of  Arfenic, 
for  the  Cure  of  the  Ague  was  fpeedily  com- 
pleted, although  no  more  than  ten  Drops  of 
the  Solution  were  given  twice  a Day  for  the 
ufual  Period.

(welled  to  a very  confiderable  Size,  accompa- 
nied with  ari  Induration  on  the  left  Side,  an 
obvious  Flufluation,  a troublefome  Cough, 
and  difficult  Breathing.  Her  Face  is  bloated, 
pale,  and  fublivid.  Her  Urine  very  fcanty 
and  turbid,  not  exceeding  four,  fix,  or  eight 
Ounces  in  a Night,  and  fcarce  amounting  to 
lixteen  in  the  twenty-four  Flours.  Her  Sleep 
impaired,  Appetite  moderate,  Pulfe  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty,  fmall,  and  weak.  The  Swel- 
ling of  the  Abdomen  has  been  gradually  in- 
creahng  for  three  Months,  during  which  Pe- 
riod, ffie  has  had  no  Recurrence  of  the  Menfes. 

Ordered  to  have  a Bhfer  applied  to  the  Nape 
of  the  Neck  at  Bed- time,  and  to  take  from  Jixty 
to  feventy  Drops  of  the  Wine  of  Tobacco , in  an 
Ounce  of  the  cordial  Julep  twice  a Day>  and  to 
be  allowed  Dinners  from  the  Matrons  Table. 

September 
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September  3.  The  Blifter  difcharged 
well,  and  the  Cough  and  Breathing  were  ra- 
ther relieved  yefterday.  The  Wine,  in  Dofes 
of  fixty-hve  Drops,  caufed  a flight  Vertigo 
and  Naufea,  and  fhe  paffed  a Pint  of  Urine 
the  firft  Night,  but  only  twenty  Ounces  this 
Jaft  twenty-four  Hours,  and  it  is  Bill  turbid. 
Her  Breathing  is  rather  worfe  again  to  Day, 
Sleep  difturb'd.  Appetite  impaired.  Body 
bound,  and  the  abdominal  Swelling  the  fame. 

Ordered  to  take  a Grain  of  Emetic  Tartar 
with  ten  of  Ipecacuan  in  the  Evening , fixty 
Drops  of  the  Paregoric  Elixir  at  Bed-time,  two 
Drams  of  Cream  of  Tartar , every  fix  Hours , 
to -morrow,  till  the  Body  is  opened , and  then 
fixty  five  Drops  of  the  Infufion  of  Tobacco  in 
an  Ounce  of  the  Cordial  Julep  twice  a Day  for 
three  Days . Let  her  Diet  alfo  be  continued , with 
the  addition  of  fix  or  eight  Ounces  of  raifin  Wine 
in  a Day . 

September8.  The  Operation  of  the  Vo- 
mit brought  up  a Quantity  of  greenifh  Phlegm 
with  fome  Relief  of  Breathing  and  Appetite. 
She  had  a better  Night  with  the  Elixir;  took 
three  Dofes  of  the  Cream  of  Tartar,  which 
gave  four  loofe  Stools,  and  the  Tenfion  of  her 
Body  was  rather  relieved.  The  operative  Ef- 
fe6ts  of  the  Infufion  the  fame  as  from  the 
Wine:  Urine  about  twenty  Ounces  in  a Day 
and  ftill  turbid.

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September  18.  She  has  continued  her 
Regimen,  and  has  alfo  taken  Cream  of  Tar- 
tar, and  Preparations  of  the  Foxglove  and 
Squills  in  Succeffion,  but  without  Relief.  Her 
Legs  have  begun  to  fwell  within  thefe  few 
Days.  Her  Face  is  more  bloated  and  livid. 
Her  Abdomen  very  tenfe,  and  Breathing  fo 
much  worfe  that  fhe  can  fcarceiy  lie  down. 

Ordered  to  omit  her  Medicines , but  continue 
her  Re  crimen.

September  22.  The  lafl  mentioned  Symp- 
toms have  been  prog  re  [five,  and  die  continu- 
ed in  a moribund  State  till  fometime  Ye  Her  day, 
when  fhe  expired. 

This  Morning  twelve  Pints  of  Water  were 
drawn  off  by  Means  of  the  Trocar,  in  order 
to  reduce  the  Bulk  of  the  Body,  and  the  Fa- 
rietes  of  the  Abdomen  were  divided  by  a 
crucial  Incifion  for  Examination. 

APPEARANCES  on  DISSECTION. 

On  carefully  examining  the  Abdominal 
Contents,  all  the  Parts  appeared  quite  natural 
in  Figure,  Size,  and  Colour,  except  the  Omen- 
tum and  the  left  Ovarium. 

The  former  was  entirely  livid,  and  the  lat- 
ter was  fo  perfectly  disfigured,  and  preternatu- 
rally  enlarged,  that  it  would  not  have  been 

readily 
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readily  known  to  have  been  an  Appendage  to 
the  Uterus,  but  from  its  immediate  Connexi- 
on with  that  Organ.  This  morbid  Mafs  ap- 
peared of  a variegated  Colour,  and  of  a dea- 
tomatous  Confidence  and  Inequality ; but  on 
cutting  into  it,  it  was  found  lefs  firm  towards 
the  Centre,  where  it  was  fo  tender  as  to  give 
Way  to  the  flighted  Preffure  ; and  in  a Num- 
ber of  Cavities,  occupying  nearly  one  half  of 
the  central  Part  of  the  Mafs,  was  contained  a 
confiderable  Quantity  of  a purulent  whey- 
like Matter.  The  whole  Mafs  could  not  weigh

lefs  than  between  feven  and  eight  Pounds  avoir- 
dupois ; altho'  it  is  well  known  that  the  hu- 
man Ovarium  in  its  natural  State  wou’d  not 
be  edeemed  {mall,  if  it  equalled  the  Size  of  a 
Pigeon’s  Egg. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

From  the  unfuccefsful  Trials  of  different 
Medicines,  in  the  feveral  Stages  of  the  Difeafe, 
it  evidently  appeared,  that  the  conditutional 
Dilpofition  of  the  i’ atient  was  by  no  Means 
favourable  to  the  Operation  of  Diuretics;  and 
that  the  Incurability  of  the  Cafe,  collectively 
confidered,  mud  be  obvious  to  any  one,  the 
lead  acquainted  with  the  Nature  and  Structure 
of  the  human  Machine, 
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CASE  XII. 

MARTHA  BENTLEY,  of  Walton,  aged 
41,  cured  in  four  Days  of  dropfical 
Swellings  after  an  Ague,  by  taking  three  Dofes 
of  eighty  Drops  of  the  Tincture  of  Tobacco, 
and  the  fame  Dofes  of  the  Infufion,  in  a lit- 
tle Water.  They  operated  as  Diuretics,  at- 
tended with  Naufea  and  Headach. 

CASE  XIII. 

MARY  EATON,  of  Brockton,  aged  44, 
an  Out-Patient,  cured  of  dropfical 
Swellings  after  an  Ague,  by  taking  fifty  Drops 
of  the  Infufion  every  Night,  and  twenty-five 
every  Morning,  for  ten  Days.  It  operated  as  a. 
Diuretic. 

CASE  XIV- 

SAMUEL  REEVES,  ^<gcd  26,  an  In-Pa- 
tient, affefted,  in  onfequence  of  an 
Ague,  with  general  dropfical  Swellings,  of 
eight  Weeks  Continuance,  and  cured  in  eigh- 
teen Days,  by  taking  one  hundred  and  fixty 
Drops  of  the  Infufion,  in  an  Ounce  of  the 
Cordial  julep,  twice  a Day  for  eight  Days.  It 
operated  as  a flrong  Diuretic  and  a Laxative, 
accompanied  with  Giddinels  and  griping 
Pains.

The  eight  preceding  Cafes  were  in  Confe- 
quence  of  the  debilitating  Effefts  of  Fever, 
and,  from  the  diuretic  Operation  of  the  Me- 
dicine, all  the  dropfical  Symptoms  were  fpee- 
dily  removed.

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Perhaps  it  may  be  objeQed  by  fome,  that 
thefe  Cafes  are  not  in  Point,  becaufe  dropfi- 
cal  Symptoms,  brought  on  by  febrile  Affecti- 
ons already  cured,  will  in  general  fubfide  by 
the  mere  Effort  of  Nature.  But  when  it  is 
confidered,  that  fome  of  thofe  Cafes  were  the 
Confequences  of  very  obftinate  Intermittents, 
and  that  the  Patients  recovered  in  a fhorter 
Time  than  they  could  have  done  from  the  na- 
tural Return  of  Strength,  after  fuch  a State

In  thefe  eight  Cafes,  the  dropfical  Swellings 
were  not  in  Confequence  of  any  feverifh  Com- 
plaints, and,  as  moll  of  them  had  been  of 
fome  Continuance,  there  was  no  Likelihood 
of  their  being  fpcedily  relieved  by  the  mere 
Effort  of  Nature,  therefore  the  Benefit  which 
enfued,  was  more  pointedly  the  Effeft  of  the 
Medicine,  whole  Operation  was  evidently 
diuretic  in  all  the  Cafes,  and  very  ftrongly  fo 
in  Sarah  Brindley’s. 

It  was  obfervable  that  fome  of  thofe  Pati- 
ents, from  Peculiarity  of  Conflitution,  feem- 
ed  to  bear  the  Medicine  in  confiderable  Doles, 
with  lefs  Inconvenience  than  is  ufual  with  Fe- 
males. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Margaret  Hodgets,  who  was 
near  fourfeore,  both  the  diuretic  and  curative 
Influence  of  the  Medicine  was  very  Itrongly 
marked,  from  its  being  adminiftered  with  fuch 
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repeated  Intervals,  during  the  Space  of  eight 
Months,  and  always  with  correfponding  Relief. 

The  Infufion  in  William  Griptons  Cafe  was 
likewife  very  fuccefsful,  but  it  deferves  to  be 
noticed,  that  the  Increafe  of  Urine  did  not 
take  Place  till  the  fixth  Day  from  his  com- 
mencing the  Ufe  of  the  Medicine;  whereas, 
in  general,  it  proves  diuretic  within  the  firft 
two  or  three  Days  of  its  Adminiftration.

In  the  two  Cafes,  of  Golfidge  and  Of- 
born,  I have  faid  cured  chiefly  by  the  Infufion, 
&c.  becaufe  as  the  Difeafes  appeared  not 
wholly  depending  upon  the  Habit,  but  fome- 
what  local,  they  were  affiHed  by  the  Aid  of 
Bandages ; otberwife  the  Medicines  were  dif- 
tin&ly  diuretic,  and  the  Cures  were  fpeedy 
and  fuccefsful. 

In  Mary  Bettony’s  Cafe,  the  Medicine  nei- 
ther proved  diuretic  nor  beneficial,  but  then 
ihe  was  fomewhat  advanced  in  Years,  and  in 
the  laft  Stage  of  a general  Dropfy. 

The  Difeafe  of  Sarah  Stewart  was  a con- 
firmed Alcites,  attended  with  a confiderable 
Magnitude  of  the  Abdomen,  and  much  Lof9 
of  Flefh  and  Strength.  It  was  one  of  thofe 
obftinate  Cafes,  in  which  Medicines  feemed 

H to 
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to  make  no  Impreflion ; for  befides  taking  the 
Tobacco  without  Succefs,  {he  took  alfo  a 
Grain  and  a half  of  the  Powder  of  the  Leaves 
of  Foxglove,  twice  a Day  for  two  Days;  and 
then  one  Grain,  four  Times  a Day  for  two 
Days  more,  which  rather  griped  her,  but  was 
not  attended  with  either  Incrcafe  of  Urine,  or 
any  Relief  of  Symptoms.  After  this  (lie  tried 
a Preparation  of  Squills,  but  with  no  better 
EffeD;  {he  was  therefore  ordered  to  be  tapped, 
and  having  twenty-four  Pints  of  Water  taken 
from  her,  was  foon  after  di {'miffed. 

The  Afcites  of  Ann  Bullock  had  not  only 
made  great  Progrefs,  but  was  attended  with 
great  Lofs  of  Flefh  and  Strength,  a weak, 
fni all,  and  quick  Pulfe,  a bad  Cough,  a Short- 
nefs  of  Breathing,  and  cedematous  Legs;  and 
confidering  her  advanced  Age,  and  that  many 
other  hydropic  Medicines  were  tried,  efpeci- 
ally  Diuretics,  without  the  leaf!  Benefit,  there 
was  little  Room  to  be  furprifed,  that  the  Infu- 
fion  made  no  Impreflion  on  the  Secretion  of 
the  Kidnies,  in  a Conftitution  fo  unfavourable 
to  the  Operation  of  Diuretics  in  general.

Took  his  Drops  regularly,  found 
fome  Relief  of  the  Dyfury  from  the  very  firit 
Dofe,  and  growing  gradually  better,  was  en- 
tirely free  from  the  Complaint  by  the  End 
of  the  Week.  The  Medicine  proved  anodyne, 
narcotic,  and  ftrongly  diuretic,  accompanied 
with  Vertigo  and  Naufea,  but  no  obvious  Dif- 
c barge  of  Gravel. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

THE  Complaint  of  William  Ims,  appear- 
ed to  be  a ftrong  marked  Paroxyfm  of 
Dyfuria  Calculofa  (or  what  is  commonly  call- 
ed a Fit  of  the  Gravel)  attended  with  very 
confiderable  Pain.  Having  tried  the  Infufi- 
on  in  fome  Difeafes,  wherein  it  had  proved 
anodyne  as  well  as  diuretic,  I was  encouraged 
to  make  an  Experiment  of  it  in  this  Cafe.  Ac- 
cordingly it  was  adminiftered,  and  the  Succefs 
exceeded  Expectation.  W e find  the  Patient 

was  fenfibly  relieved  by  the  very  firft  Dofe, 
and  completely  cured  by  the  third. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Badger,  the  Succefs  was  alfo 
very  confpicuous;  for  certainly  the  Flow  of 
Urine  in  twenty-four  Hours,  after  taking  the 
Preparation,  equalling  in  Quantity,  what  had 
been  paffed  for  five  Days  before,  and  being 
attended  with  correfponding  Relief,  admitted 
of  no  Doubts  with  regard  to  the  beneficial 
Operation  of  the  Medicine.

The  Relief  obtained  in  the  Cafe  of  John 
Middleton  was  very  confpicuous,  for  when 
the  Symptoms  relapfed,  after  being  obviated 
by  the  firft  Courfe  of  the  Medicine,  they  were 
equally  relieved  by  the  fecond. 


The  anodyne  and  diuretic  EffeHs  of  the 
Infufion  in  Goldfmith’s  Cafe,  were  very  fpeedy 
and  fatisfaHory ; for  all  the  Symptoms  began 
to  abate  foon  after  taking  the  fir  ft  Dofe,  and, 
within  forty-eight  Hours  after,  during  the  Ule 
of  the  Medicine,  every  Appearance  of  He- 
morrhage and  painful  Symptom,  progrefhvely 
and  totally  vanifhed.  There  feemed  to  be  no 
Caule  affignable  for  the  fudden  Attack  of  the 
Difeafe. 

The  operative  Effects  of  the  Medicine  from 
a common  Dofe,  in  the  Cafe  of  Peter  Batty, 
were  more  confiderable  than  I had  ever  expe- 
rienced in  any  male  Subject  of  the  fame  Age;  for 
he  was  obliged  to  diminifh  the  Drops,  at  cut- 
ferent  Times,  from  fifty  to  fifteen,  before  the 
Operation  was  no  more  than  is  ufual  with  the 
Aver  age- Dqfe ; which  is  certainly  a Angular 
Proof  of  the  Influence  of  Idiofyncrafy,  or 
Peculiarity  of  Conflitution,  with  refpeH  to  the 
Effects  of  Medicines.  We  find  he  was  fome- 
what  relieved  of  his  Complaints  by  thirty 
Drops  taken  only  once  a Day,  but  when  he 
took  fifteen  three  Times  a Day,  the  Medicine 
proved  anodyne,  laxative,  and  powerfully  diu- 
retic, and  was  attended  with  much  Difcharge

The  fpeedy  Relief  obtained  in  the  Cafe  of 
Paul  Vaul,  commencing  from  the  very  firft 
Dofe,  and  all  his  Symptoms  being  removed 
within  a Week,  was  an  unequivocal  Proof  of 
the  Efficacy  of  the  Medicine.

JL^  36,  an  Out-Patient,  cured  of  a Dyfury 
(or  Difficulty  of  making  Water)  of  two  Weeks 
Continuance,  by  taking  from  eighty  to  one 
hundred  Drops  of  the  Infulion  every  Night, 
for  feven  Nights.  It  operated  as  a Diuretic 
and  Anodyne,  attended  with  a flight  Vertigo.

Stafford,  aged  30,  affliBed  with  a Dy- 
lury,  accompanied  with  very  Prong  calculous 
Symptoms  for  a Month  paP,  relieved  by  tak- 
ing from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty  Drops  of  the  Infufion,  in  an  Ounce  of 
an  Infufion  of  Liquorice,  for  ten  Nights.  It

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operated  as  a Diuretic  and  Anodyne,  attend- 
ed with  Giddinefs. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

THE  eight  preceding  Cafes  were  not  mark- 
ed by  any  Difcharge  of  Gravel,  and  in 
feveral  of  them  no  Caufe  could  be  fatisfafto- 
rily  affigned ; yet  they  were  all  more  or  lefs 
relieved,  and  feveral  of  them  in  a very  fhort 
Time. 

It  was  obfervable  in  the  Cafe  of  Phebe 
Crutchley,  that  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  proved  diuretic  and 
anodyne,  attended  with  a flight  Naufea,  but 
that  a Trial  of  thirty  Drops  excited  confide- 
rable  Sicknefs : nor  did  this  furprife  me,  be- 
caufe  of  the  many  Inftances  I have  feen,  of 
young  SubjeHs  and  Females,  not  being  able 
to  bear  the  Medicine  fo  well  as  Adults  and 
Males ; although  the  Dofes  had  been  lefTen- 
ed  in  the  ufual  Proportion  of  operative  Medi- 
cines in  general. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Richard  Swingewood,  be- 
fides  the  ufual  operative  EffeHs,  it  proved  af- 
tringent,  which  is  a rare  Circumflance ; the 
Patient,  however,  found  himfelf  fenfibly  re- 
lieved whilft  he  was  taking  it.  He  had  been 
fubjeft  to  an  habitual  Afthma  for  three  or  four 
Years. 


John 
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John  Palmer  was  examined  for  the  Stone, 
but  none  could  be  found;  yet  his  Urine  be- 
sides being  difcharged  with  fudden,  frequent, 
and  painful  Motions,  had  fometimes  a mucous 
and  flocculent  Appearance,  and  the  Symp- 
toms colleftively  considered,  were  very  Simi- 
lar to  thofe  which  ufually  attend  the  Prefence 
of  a Stone  in  the  Bladder.  They  were  mate- 
rially relieved  by  the  Ufe  of  the  Medicine, 
although  they  had  continued  very  troublefome 
for  more  than  a Quarter  of  a Year. 

Mr.  W , never  was  examined  but 

from  the  Symptoms  then  prefent,  as  well  as 
the  fubfequent  Hiltory  of  his  Cafe,  there  was 
the  ftrongeft  Reafon  to  believe,  that  they  de- 
pended on  the  immediate  Irritation  of  a Cal- 
culus.

OBSERVATIONS, 

THESE  five  Cafes  were  fomewhat  more 
irregular  than  the  preceding,  for  they 
were  marked  by  fome  previous  Difcharge  of 
Gravel,  yet  no  obvious  Excretion  thereof  was 
noticed  by  the  Patients,  during  the  Period  of 
ufing  the  Medicine  and  obtaining  Relief. 

The  Paroxyfm  of  Sarah  Eccleftone  had 
been  attended  with  a dribbling  of  Urine  for 
three  Weeks,  and  was  therefore  very  trouble* 
fome.  It  was  preceded  by  a Difcharge  of  red 
Sand,  although  none  ha?  appeared  fince.  The 
Medicine,  however,  had  an  exceeding  good  Ef- 
feft,  immediately  relieving  the  Symptoms,  and 
when  fhe  was  dilmilfed  by  the  Weekly  Board, 
fhe  had  been  free  from  all  dyfurial  Pains  and 
Dribbling  of  Urine  for  a Fortnight, 


Thomas 
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Thomas  Stevenfon  was  fpeedily  relieved  of 
his  Dyfury,  during  the  Exhibition  of  the  In- 
fulion.  He  had  been  fubjeft  to  frequent  pain- 
ful Paroxyfms  apparently  from  Gravel. 

The  fpeedy  Relief  of  painful  Symptoms  in 
the  Cafe  of  Ann  Dent  was  very  pointed,  and 
much  in  Favor  of  the  Utility  of  the  Medicine. 

John  White  had  been  fubjecl  to  a frequent 
Incontinence  of  Urine  for  leveral  Years  paft, 
alternating  with  occafional  Paroxyfms  of  Dy- 
fury, apparently  from  Gravel.  His  dyfurial 
Symptoms  foon  abated  on  taking  the  Infufion. 

In  the  Cafe  of  Hannah  Gerrard,  the  Pre- 
fence of  a Stone  in  the  Bladder  was  ftrongly 
implied,  by  the  Motions  to  Urine  being  fre- 
quent, fudden,  and  violent.  Some  time  after 
Ihe  had  been  relieved  by  the  Adminiftration 
of  the  Infufion,  fhe  had  a Relapfe,  and  was  re- 
lieved by  taking  half  a Dram  of  the  Powder  of 
the  Leaves  of  Uva  Urfi,  three  Times  a Day 
for  nine  Days  in  the  fpace  of  fourteen.

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OBSERVATION  S. 
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'HESEJaft  fix  Cafes  were  fomewhatmore 
regular  and  luccefsful  than  the  preced- 
ing ones,  and  were  marked  by  a Difcharge  of 
Gravel,  both  before  and  during  the  Ufe  of  the 
Medicine. 


In  the  Cafes  of  Thorncywork,  Gater,  and 
E.  C.  the  curative  Influence  of  the  Infufion 
was  loon  obvious,  and  its  Operation  as  mild 
as  could  be  wiflied  : and  that  it  was  not  equally 
fo  in  the  Cafe  of  Elizabeth  Foden,  was  the 
more  extraordinary,  as  fhe  had  been  accuftom- 
ed  to  fmoke  Tobacco  five  or  fix  Times  a Day 
for  fome  Years  paft.  The  Relief,  however,  fhe 
obtained  from  the  Ufe  of  the  Medicine,  was 
both  fpeedy  and  fatisfaftory. 

In  Samuel  Rcdfern's  Cafe,  the  DyfuriaCal- 
culofa  was  ftrongly  marked,  for  he  affirmed 
that  for  near  a Month  pall  he  had  parted  with 
Gravel  almoft  every  Night,  and  that  as  it  came 
away  it  produced  a {harp  cutting  Pain.  The 
Relief  he  obtained  from  the  Ufe  of  the  Me- 
dicine was  fpeedy  and  confiderable,  but  through 
Inattention  he  did  not  Notice  the  Quantity  of 
Gravel,  he  had  Reafon  to  think  he  had  parted 
with  during  its  Adminiftration. 

The  Succefs  of  the  Medicine  in  Sarah  Har- 
ris's Cafe  was  very  pointed,  for  file  was  much 
diftreffed  with  frequent  and  painful  Motions

of  the  Bladder,  attended  with  a Heat  and 
Smart  in  paffing  Urine,  which  was  high  co- 
loured, fmall  in  Quantity,  and  containing 
gritty  Matter;  but,  was  immediately  relieved, 
on  entering  upon  a Courfe  of  the  Infufion, 
during  which  the  Difcharge  of  Gravel  was 
confiderable  indeed. 

CASE  LVIII. 

ANN  FORSTER,  of  Stafford,  aged  44, 
Out-Patient,  affe&edwith  a Dyfury  for 
twelve  Months  paft,  fomewhat  relieved  by 
taking  fixty  Drops  of  the  Infufion  every  Night, 
and  forty  every  Morning  for  five  Days.  It 
operated  as  an  Anodyne,  attended  with  a Nau- 
fea  and  Vertigo,  but  no  Increafe  of  Urine. 

CASE  LIX. 

MARY  KENT,  of  A6fon,  aged  54,  Out- 
Patient,  was  affe&ed  with  a Dyfury  for 
iome  Days,  in  a Cafe  of  Rheumatifm  of  a 
Fortnight's  Continuance,  and  took  eighty 
Drops  of  the  Infufion  twice  a Day  for  four 
Days,  which  caufed  a flight  Naufea,  but  was 
not  attended  with  either  Increafe  of  Urine,  or 
Relief  of  Dyfury. 

CASE  LX. 

MR.  T -t,  in  the  Neighbourhood  of 

Stafford,  aged  63,  had  been  affli&ed 

with 
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with  a Dyfuria  Calculofa  of  eleven  Years 
Continuance,  accompanied  of  late  with  an 
Ulceration  of  the  Bladder;  for  the  Relief  of 
which,  he  had  tried  leveral  palliative  Medi- 
cines/ He  took  alfo  Gxty  Drops  of  the  Infu- 
fion  of  Tobacco  at  Bed-time,  and  fifty  in  the 
Morning  for  three  Days;  during  which  the 
Medicine  was  neither  attended  with  any  Ope- 
ration nor  Relief. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

IN  thefe  three  Cafes  of  Dyfury,  the  Medi- 
cine was  attended  with  no  Increafe  of 
Urine,  and  in  two  of  them  with  no  Relief. 

In  Ann  Forfter’s  Cafe  the  Infufion  was  only 
taken  five  Days,  and  although  it  did  not  prove 
diuretic,  yet  by  its  anodyne  Quality,  it  feem- 
ed  to  relieve  the  Symptoms.  She  had  parted 
with  Gravel  at  Times  for  twelve  Months  paft, 
but  not  lately. 

The  Infufion  was  ordered  in  the  Cafe  of 
Mary  Kent  in  larger  Dofes  than  ufual,  becaufe 
flie  was  in  the  Habit  of  fmoking,  and  accord- 
ingly bore  it  well ; but  without  its  proving 
either  diuretic,  or  affording  any  Relief.  She 
had  formerly  parted  with  Gravel,  but  not  late- 
ly; and  her  rheumatic  Affection,  not  being  of 
the  acute  Kind,  rendered  a Tranfition  of  that 
Complaint  to  the  Bladder  not  very  probable.^ 
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The  forlorn  Cafe  of  Mr.  T - — t was 

ftrongly  marked  indeed,  for  he  had  paffed  cal- 
culous Concretions  at  various  Times,  and  now 
and  then  with  the  Appearance  of  Blood;  his 
Dyfury  alfo  gradually  increafing,  his  Urine  had 
for  fome  Time  paft  become  evidently  puru- 
lent, which  with  the  concomitant  Symptoms, 
clearly  evinced  the  Prefence  of  an  Ulceration 
of  the  Bladder,  which  was  attended  with  con- 
fiderable  Pain  and  Irritability  of  the  Parts. 
From  thefe  Circumftances  he  had  been  under 
the  Neceflity  of  ufing  Opiates,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain occafional  Relief;  the  habitual  Ufe  of 
which,  would  naturally  render  his  Conftitution 
lefs  fenfible  to  the  anodyne  Effe6l  of  Tobacco, 
and  in  fome  Meafure  accounts  for  his  not  being 
benefited  by  it. 

% 

Having  thus  animadverted  on  the  Treatment 
of  particular  Cafes,  I fhall  conclude  this  Seftion 
with  two  or  three  general  Obfervations.  Few 
Difeafes,  I believe,  are  more  diftreffing  to  Pa- 
tients, or  embarrafling  to  Praftitioners,  with- 
out being  more  fpeedily  fatal,  than  thofe  which 
come  under  the  Denomination  of  Dyfuries. 
This  arifes  partly  from  the  Oblcurity  of  the 
Caufes  in  many  Cafes,  and  partly  from  the 
Difficulty  of  removing  them,  when  known  in 
others:  witnefs  a Stone  in  the  Kidnies,  or 
an  Ulcer  of  the  Bladder.  But  neither  Obfcuri- 
ty,  nor  Difficulty  Ihould  difcourage  us  from 
ufing  our  belt  Endeavours  to  relieve  a fuffer- 
iag  Fellow  Creature.  I am  well  allured  that 

L many  \ 
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many  Perfonswill  difcharge  a large  Quantity 
of  red  Sand  in  their  Urine  at  Times,  without 
having  the  lead  Uneafinefs  from  that  Circum- 
ftance ; and  I have  known  many  very  painful 
Dyfuries,  where  neither  the  Appearance  of 
gritty  Matter,  nor  any  other  Cauie  Could  be 
reafonably  affigned ; and  yet  have  been  mate- 
rially relieved,  by  a patient  Attention  to  the 
Cafe,  and  a prudent  Adminiflration  of  Medi- 
cines. I have  therefore  thought  it  more  ad- 
yifable  to  exprefs  myfelf  with  fome  Degree 
of  Caution  and  Referve  with  regard  to  Caufes; 
accordingly,  I have  frequently  made  Ufe  of 
the  Phrafes : a Byfury  apparently  from  Gravel , 
or  (b  Dyjury  attended  with  a Dijchargc  of  Gta- 
vel,  rather  than  affume  a more  decided  Tone, 
in  afligning  the  Caufes  of  a Difeale,  which  are 
but  too  often  fo  obfcure  as  not  to  be  affignable 
on  any  probable  Foundation.'  * 11  '

Sort  above  preicribedis  commonly  fold  in  the  Shops  under 
the  Title  of  the  best  Virginian  Tobacco. 

Dr.  Lewis  gives  us  the  pharmaceutic  Hilfory  of  Tobacco, 
in  his  Materia  Medica,  P.  390.  in  the  following  Words. 

« The  leaves  of  tobacco  Lave  a Itrong  difagreeable  fmell. 
and  a very  acrid  burning  talfe.  They  give  out  their  acrid 
matter  both  to  water  and  fpirit,  molt  perfectly  to  the  lat- 
ter : the  aqueous  iafuhons  are  of  a yellow  or  brown  colour, 
the  fpirituous  of  a deep  green.  They  yield  nothing  conlj- 
derable  in  diltillation  with  either  menftraum : neverthelefs 
their  acrimony  is  greatly  abated  in  the  infpilfation  of  the 
tinctures,  the  watery  extract  being  lefs  pungent  than  the 
leaves  themfelves,  and  the  fpirituous  not  much  more  fo. 
The  feveral  forts  of  tobacco  brought  from  abroad,  are 
Itronger  in  talfe  than  that  of  our  own  growth,  and  the  ex- 
tracts made  from  them  much  more  fiery,  but  i*  lefs  quantity.”'

T 7|  7 HEN  I fir  ft  began  to  confider  the  Na- 
V V ture  and  Virtues  of  Tobacco,  with  a 
View  to  its  Adminiftration,  it  occurred  to  me, 
that  if  a certain  Portion  of  the  Heib  was  ma- 
cerated for  a limited  Time,  in  a given  Quan- 
tity of  aqueous  Menftruum,  affiEed  by  the 
temperate  and  fteady  Heat  of  boiling  Water, 
it  would  be  likely  to  produce  a Medicine  of  a 
conftant  and  equal  Strength.  Accordingly,  I 
prefcribed  the  preceding  Inlufion,  and  my  Ex- 
pectations were  not  ddappointed.  It  has  alfo 
been  found  of  lufficient  Activity  to  admit  of 
being  divided  into  Doles  by  Drops;  for  which 
Reafon  I have  never  had  Occafion  to  alter 
the  Proportion  of  the  Plant,  firft  prefcribed. 
But  if  any  one  fhould  think  the  Number  of 
Drops,  neceffary  to  a Dole,  more  numerous 
than  convenient,  that  Objection  may  be  eafily 
obviated,  by  increasing  the  Strength  of  the 
Infulion,  and  making  a proportionable  Di- 
minution in  the  Number  of  Drops  to  each  Dofe. 

Of  the  Chalybeate  Pills,  I have  prefcribed 
many  Thouland$;  and  in  cacheCtic  Habits, 
marked  by  extreme  Palenejs  of  Face  and  Lips , 
a general  Senjatien  of  coldnejs  of  the  Body , ef 
pecially  of  the  Feety  a feeble  Pulfe>  accompani- 
ed with  general  chronic  Weaknejs , independ ent 
of  any  confider  able  organic  Difeafe , I have  found 
them  of  the  greateft  Service  ; and  (were  it  not 

foreign 
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foreign  to  the  prefent  Subjeft)  could  produce 
feveral  pointed  Cafes  of  their  Efficacy.

I confider  the  Salt  of  Steel  as  the  beft  Pre- 
paration of  that  Metal,  for  it  appears  by  far 
the  moft  certain  and  powerful  in  its  Effects, 
and  fo  much  fuperior  to  the  Bark,  as  a gene- 
ral Corroborant,  that  I am  greatly  furprifed 
that  it  has  not  been  more  generally  relied  on 
in  modern  Pra&ice ; efpecially  as  it  has  been 
fo  highly  recommended  by  certain  Authors  of 
great  Reputation,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  pre- 
fent Century. 

The  Tin&ure,  Wine,  and  Vinegar  of  To- 
bacco, are  prepared  with  the  fame  Proportion 
of  the  Herb  as  the  Infufion,  and  have  been 
found,  as  well  as  the  Pills,  upon  many  Trials, 
to  be  powerfully  diuretic.  The  Infufion  (be- 
ing the  firft  which  I happened  to  make  Ufe  of) 
has  been  by  far  the  moft  frequently  preferr- 
ed; yet  I have  good  Reafon  to  believe,  from 
various  Trials,  that  the  Tinfture  and  Wine, 
which  are  more  elegant  Preparations,  may 
either  of  them  be  fubftituted  for  the  Infufion, 
as  an  officinal  Medicine  with  equal  Succefs.

OBSERVATIONS 

ON  THE 

Doses  and  Mode  of  Administering 

TOBACCO, 

With  pra&ical  Rules  and  Cautions. 


IT  is  of  material  Confequence  to  be  accu- 
rate in  the  Dofes  of  an  aflive  Medicine ; 
and  therefore  Attention  ought  to  be  paid  to 
this  Circumdance.  The  Mode  of  Drops  has 
generally  been  thought  the  mod  convenient, 
for  the  doling  of  liquid  Medicines  of  the  more 
aftive  Kind;  although  there  are  more  Cir- 
cumdances,  which  are  liable  to  vary  the  Size 
of  Drops,  than  mod  People  are  aware  of. 

' * * * § •'  • I >•  •*  ■* * *• 

If,  however,  the  Infulion  be  carefully  drop- 
ped, from  a two  Ounce-vial,  with  a broad 
Margin,  and  little  more  than  half  full,  it  will 
be  found  accurate  enough  for  our  Purpofe. 
There  are  at  prefent  in  Ufe  with  fome  Apo- 
thecaries, certain  two  Ounce-glafs  Meafures^; 

which 

§ It  is  to  be-  wiffied  that  thefe  graduated  Meafures  were 
introduced  into  every  Apothecary’s  Shop,  lor  the  Puipolc 
of  proportioning  the  Dofes  of  thofe  liquid  officinal  Medi- 

cines which  are  difpenfed  by  Drams : for  Nothing  was  ever 
worfe  calculated  for  the  Meafurement  of  the  eighth  Part  or 
an  Ounce,  than  the  common  Pewter  Ounce-Meafure  of  the 
Shops.  Thefe  graduated  glafs  Meafures  may  be  bad  from 
the  Druggilts  ia  Loadon, 
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■which  are  graduated  into  fixteen  Parts,  for 
the  Purpofe  of  meafuritig  Drams.  And  as  a 
Dram  by  Meafure,  if  accurately  graduated, 
contains  about  eighty  or  eighty-four  Drops  of 
the  Infufion,  this  Mode  of  proportioning  the 
Medicine*  may  be  adopted  for  the  Sake  of  Ex- 
pedition, when  the  Doles  are  large.  But  when 
the  Dofes  are  fmall,  or  a nice  Variation  be- 
comes requifite,  in  order  to  obtain  the  proper 
Effects;  the  Mode  of  dropping  it,  as  already 
deferibed,  ought  certainly  to  be  preferred. 

It  appears  from  more  extenhve  Obferva- 
tions,  that  a Dofe  of  the  Infufion,  fufficient  in 
general  to  produce  its  diuretic  EffeCt,  with  only 
a flight  Degree  of  Vertigo  and  Naufea,  will 
be  about  fixty  Drops  twice  a Day.  It  would 
therefore  feem  reafonable  to  conclude  that 
forty-five  Drops,  for  a Patient  of  fifteen  \ears 
of  Age,  thirty  for  one  of  ten,  and  fifteen  for 
one  of  five,  would  be  in  proportion ; and  upon 
Trial  I have  found  thefe  Dofes  not  far  from 
the  Mark.  But  I have  met  with  feveral  In- 
fiances, wherein  the  Medicine  has  affedted 
thefe  Patients,  more  in  Proportion  than  Adults; 
and  therefore  any  Precept  for  beginning  with 
an  inferior  Dofe,  and  increafmg  it  by  Degrees, 
is  particularly  applicable  to  young  Subjects. 
To  Children  under  two  or  three  yeai's  of  Age, 
I have  feldom  ventured  to  admimiter  it ; be- 
caufe  they  could  not  defcribe  the  Effects  of 
fo  a£tive  a Medicine. 
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The  Variation  of  Dofes,  however,  even  for 
Adults,  fuitable  to  different  Conflitutions,  ad- 
mits of  a very  confiderable  Latitude,  being 
from  thirty  or  forty  Drops,  to  eighty  or  one 
hundred  twice  a Day.  It  will  therefore  be 
advi fable  in  general,  to  begin  the  Courfe  of 
the  Medicine  with  a Number  of  Drops,  one 
fourth  lefs  than  the  Average-dofe  of  fixty 
Drops,  and  to  increafe  them  by  two,  three,  or 
four  at  a Time,  until  they  produce  fome  In- 
creafe of  Urine,  or  at  leaft,  a flight  Degree 
of  Vertigo  or  Naufea*,  for  about  five  or  ten 
Minutes  after  each  Dole. 

It  will  be  prudent  alfo,  in  all  weak,  delicate, 
And  irritable  Conflitutions,  efpecially  in  thofe 
of  Women  and  Children,  to  begin  with  one 
half,  or  one  third  of  the  Average-dofe,  and 
to  give  the  Medicine  three  Times  a Day  inflead 
of  twice,  and  then  gradually  to  increafe  or 
diminifh  the  Dofes,  until  they  produce  the  de- 
fired  Effe&s  upon  the  Syftem.  This  Method 
of  dividing  the  aggregate  Number  of  Drops 
in  a Day,  into  three  Dofes  inflead  of  two,  fo 

that 

* The  diuretic  Effect  of  the  Medicine,  having  been  fre- 
quently attended  with  more  or  lefs  of  Vertigo  and  Naufea, 
1 was  formerly  induced  to  believe  they  were  in  l'ome  Mea- 
fure  effential  to  that  Evacuation,  and  were  therefore  allow- 
ed to  continue  moill y for  half  an  Hour  or  upwards,  which 
proved  troublefoine  to  fome  Patients.  But  from  my  later 
Experience  I am  ftrongly  perfuaded,  that  thofe  troublefome 
Effects  are  not  effential  to  its  diuretic  Operation ; and  that 
the  chief  Advantage  which  is  gained  under  thefe  Circum- 
ftances,  arifes  from  the  Medicine  being  adminiitered  at  fuch 
Times,  in  the  largeft  Dofes  that  the  Conffitution  will  ad- 
mit of. 
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that  the  Head  and  Stomach  may  be  lefs  liable 
to  be  affe6ted,  will  alfo  be  proper  to  be  adopt- 
ed, when  the  Medicine  has  been  adminidered 
in  the  ufual  Manner  twice  a Day,  to  Patients 
apparently  of  a robud,  or  at  lead,  common 
Conjlitution ; and  yet,  from  Idiofyncrafy,  the 
operative  Effects  fhall  prove  troublefome. 

The  propered  Times  for  adminidcring  the 
Infufion  twice  a Day,  are  two  Hours  before 
Dinner,  and  at  Bed-time ; and  when  thrice  a 
Day,  at  ten  o’Clock  in  the  Morning,  at  four 
in  the  Afternoon,  and  at  Bed-time.  It  is  ob- 
fervable,  that  almoft  all  Patients  can  bear  the 
Medicine  the  bed  in  the  Evening,  when  going 
to  Bed ; and  that  it  di  (agrees  the  mod  in  a 
Alorning,  when  the  Stomach  is  empty. 

The  Infufion  ftiould  always  be  adminidered 
in  fome  Vehicle,  which  may  in  general  be 
Water;  but  if  the  Patient's  Stomach  fhould 
be  delicate,  or  fqueamifh,  a Cordial  Draught 
or  Julep  will  be  preferable. 

The  Medicine  fhould  feldom  be  tried  for 
lefs  than  a Week,  if  we  wifh  to  obtain  a pro- 
per Specimen,  even  of  its  operative  EffeHs ; 
and  fhould  be  continued  at  lead  fome  Days 
longer,  before  we  determine  negatively  with 
refpeft  to  its  curative  Influence. 

If  the  Medicine  has  been  ufed  for  a confi- 
derable  Period,  its  operative  Effects  will  fome- 

M ? times 
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times  become  fenfibly  diminifhed.  In  fuch 
Cafes,  it  will  generally  be  found  neceffary  to 
incrcale  the  Dotes,  in  order  to  obtain  the  for- 
mer Effects.  And  for  the  fame  Purpofe,  it 
will  alfo  fometimes  be  found  ufeful,  to  inter- 
mit the  Medicine  for  a Seaton ; by  which 
Means,  on  refuming  its  Die,  the  E fleets  w ill 
frequently  become  as  confpicuous  as  at  the  firft. 

There  are  other  Cafes,  in  which,  either  from 
Idiofyncrafy,  or  accidental  Circumftances,  it 
will  difagrec,  after  it  has  been  fuccefsfully  ex- 
hibited for  feme  Time;  although  the  Inftances 
are  very  rare.  When,  however,  fuch  Cafes 
do  occur,  it  will  be  found  neceffary  to  leffen 
the  Doles,  until  no  more  than  the  defired  Ef- 
fects are  produced. 

I have  already  intimated  in  the  Preface,  that 
Clyfters  of  Tobacco  are  fometimes  preferibed 
in  modern  Praflice.  It  is  much  to  be  regret- 
ted that  they  are  not  in  more  general  Ufe.  But 
Clyfters  of  the  Fume  of  Tobacco  (the  Sort 
moft  frequently  made  Ufe  of)  are  liable  to  two 
very  material  Objections.  Few  People,  even 
of  the  Faculty,  are  in  Poffeftion  of  thole  com- 
plex Machines,  neceffary  for  admin iftering  a 
Clyfter  of  this  Kind;  which,  when  made  Ufe 
of,  there  is  no  convenient  Method  of  afeer- 
taining  the  Quantity  of  Fume,  requifite  for 
obtaining  the  defired  Effeft.  From  the  firft 
of  thefe  Circumftances,  this  Remedy  is  fre- 
quently not  employed  when  moft  wanted;  and 

from 
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from  the  fecond,  the  Patient  is  liable  to  fuffer 
much  (whatever  may  be  the  Succefs  attending 
it)  from  the  extreme  Vertigo,  Naufea,  &c. 
which  fo  frequently  accompany  the  Uncertain- 
ty of  the  Dofe.  Now  both  thefe  Difficulties 
would  be  materially  obviated,  by  making  Ufe 
of  a liquid  Preparation  of  Tobacco,  fuel  as 
the  preceding  Infufion,  which  may  be  inject- 
ed by  Means  of  a common  Clyfter-pipe  and 
when  once  the  Average-dofe  and  operative 
Effects  of  fuch  a Medicine  are  fufficiently  af~ 
certained,  there  is  a great  Probability  that 
Tobacco,  exhibited  by  Way  of  Clyfter,  will 
be  rendered  much  more  elfentially  uleful  in 
PraQice  than  heretofore. 

I believe  about  an  Ounce  of  the  Infulion, 
will  be  found  a Medium-dole  in  a Clyfter,  for 
an  Adult  of  an  ordinary  Conftitution;  but  I 
have  not  yet  had  a fufficient  Number  of  thefe 
Cafes,  to  enable  me  to  afeertain  this  Point, 
with  fo  much  Precifton  as  I could  wifhf.  The 
general  Rule,  however,  which  I have  laid 
down  for  myfelf,  is  this.  Suppofing  a common 

Clyfter 

t To  thofe  who  are  difpofed  to  make  Experiments,  to- 
wards completing  the  operative  and  curative  Char  afters  of 
Tobacco,  I cannot  forbear  fuggelting  the  following  Dehde- 
ratum,  as  particularly  deferving  Attention. 

What  are  the  Average-dofes  of  the  Infufion  of  Tobacco, 
from  its  Adminiltration  by  Way  of  Clylter  in  a considerable 
Number  of  Cafes,  for  Adults,  and  younger  Subjefts  accord- 
ing to  their  Ages?  and  what  are  the  operative  and  curative 
Effefts  of  the  Medicine,  exhibited  in  this  Mode,  in  Cafes 
of  the  Colic,  obftinate  Conlfipations,  Tympany  from  Flatu- 
lence of  the  Bowels,  &c.  &c? 


85  DOSES  AND  GENERAL  MODE 


Clyfler  to  have  been  adminiftered  without 
Effefl,  I would  order  one  of  an  Ounce  of 
the  Infufion,  agreeable  to  the  preceding  Ob- 
fervation,  in  half  a Fint  of  Milk,  or  common 
Gruel,  to  be  immediately  injeDed.  If  this 
procured  no  relieving  Stool,  or  excited  no 
Giddinefs  or  Naufea,  continuing  for  the  Space 
of  twenty,  thirty,  or  forty  Minutes  (thefe  laft 
Effe&s,  in  obflinate  Conitipations,  frequently 
preceding  its  laxative  Operation)  then  I woujd 
gradually  increafe  the  Strength  of  the  future 
Injections,  till  one  or  other  of  thefe  EffeEs 
fhould  take  Place.  By  this  Mode  of  proceed- 
ing, the  Powers  of  the  Medicine  (whether 
fuccefslul  or  not)  will  be  fully  tried  in  the  Space 
of  a few  Flours ; a Matter  of  ferious  Confe- 
quence,  where  Sufpenfc  is  diftrefling,  and 
Delay  dangerous. 

It  is  almofl  fuperfluous  to  add,  that  when 
the  Medicine  is  adminillered  by  the  Anus,  the 
fame  proportional  Allowances  mull  be  made 
for  the  Difference  of  Age,  Sex,  and  Confti- 
tution,  as  when  exhibited  by  the  Stomach, 
otherwife  we  mull  not  be  furprifed  if  the  Ef- 
feCls  are  found  contrary  to  our  ExpeClation.

Operative*  and  Curative  Effects

With  praaical  CONCLUSIONS. 


H E immediate  EffeH  of  the  Infufion, 


in  every  Cafe,  is  a pungent  and  tranfient 
Senfation  of  Heat  in  the  Throat,  which  is 
fometimes  followed  by  a Senfe  of  Warmth  at 
the  Stomach,  as  if  the  Patient  had  taken  a 
Dram. 

The  next  general  Effe&s  of  the  Medicine, 
taken  in  moderate  Dofes,  are  diuretic,  ac- 


* By  .operative  Effeffs,  I mean  the  Operations  of  Medi- 
cines on  the  human  Syftem,  iuch  as  Naufea,  Vomiting,  Ver- 
tigo, Diurefis,  Griping,  Purging,  Sweating,  &c.  indepen- 
dent of  thofe  Effects  which  mark  the  Progrefs  of  Relief, 
or  Cure  of  a Difeafe;  and  which  are  therefore  diftinguifhed 
by  the  Epithet  curative.  This  Definition  of  Terms, ( it  is  to 
be  lioped,  will  be  admitted  as  an  Apology  for  the  Liberty  i 
have  taken,  in  annexing  the  AdjeSive  operative , to  the 
Word  Effetts;  which  otherwife,  I am  fenfible,  according  to 
the  ufual  Acceptation  of  thefe  Words,  would  be  tautolo 
gical.  But  the  Importance  of  fuch  a Difcrimination  of  Effe&s 
as  thefe  Terms  are  intended  to  imply,  mtift  be  obvious  to 
every  One,  acquainted  wit&  the  Nature  of  Medical  Reports 
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companied  with  a flight  Degree  of  Giddinefs 
and  Squeamifhnefs. 

In  large  Dofes  it  is  likewife  diuretic,  at- 
tended with  a greater  Degree  and  longer  Con- 
tinuance of  Giddinefs  and  Sicknefs,  and  fome- 
tiraes  proves  laxative. 

In  painful  Cafes  it  generally  proves  anodyne. 

It  will  in  fome  Patients  caufe  a Drowfinefs, 
.and  procure  Sleep;  and  in  others,  a Senfe  of 
Drowfinefs,  accompanied  with  Heat  and  Reft- 
leffnefs. 

It  has  now  and  then  in  certain  Cafes  produc- 
ed a Griping  and  Purging;  in  others,  a Vomit- 
ing, Sweating,  Expectoration,  or  Emulation  ; 
and  in  others,  a Headach  or  Tremors. 

It  has  in  fome  few  Cafes  caufed  a Pyrofis 
(or  watery  Belching)  a Hiccough,  a tranfient 
Confulion  of  Ideas,  and  a very  flight  ledative 
Effect  upon  the  Pulfe ; and  now  and  then, 
contrary  to  its  laxative  Quality,  it  has  induced 
a Tendency  to  Coltivenefs. 

But  thefe  latter  Effefts,  namely.  Griping, 
Purging,  &c.  provided  the  Medicine  be  given 
with  proper  Care  and  Attention,  occur  but  fel- 
dom,  and  are  of  fhort  Duration ; and  there- 
fore ought  not  to  be  efteemed  a Part  of  its 
ordinary  Operation. 

Of 
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Of  the  four  principal  and  mod  ufual  opera- 
tive Effe&s  of  the  Medicine,  collefted  from 
about  four  hundred  Cafes,  treated  with  Dofes 
fomewhat  larger  than  I prefcribe  at  prefent, 
an  Increafe  of  Urine  being  the  mod  frequent, 
it  has  caufed  a Vertigo  in  near  two  Thirds,  a 
Naufea  in  about  one  half,  and  proved  laxative, 
in  about  one  fourth  of  that  Number. 

It  is  obfervable  that  the  operative  Effecls 
of  the  Medicine  in  general,  are  proportiona- 
bly  dronger  in  all  weak,  delicate,  and  irrita- 
ble Conditutions,  particularly  in  thofe  of  W o- 
men  and  Children,  and  vice  verfa. 

I have  tried  the  EfFe£fs  of  Tobacco  in  a 
great  many  Difeafes,  independent  of  Dropfies 
andDyfuries;  and  although  the  Number  of 
Cafes  have  dill  been  too  few  to  enable  me  to 
deduce  from  them,  any  general  pra&ical  Con- 
clufions,  yet  it  may  reafonably  be  expecled 
that  I fhould  make  a few  Remarks  upon  this 
Part  of  my  Experience.  They  will  at  lead 
give  fome  further  Idea  of  the  general  Line  of 
Invedigation  that  has  been  adopted,  and  may 
probably  afford  fome  ufeful  Hints,  to  future 
Inquirers  upon  this  SubjeU. 

I have  prefcribed  the  Infufion,  in  many 
eruptive  Cafes,  particularly  thofe  commonly 
called  fcorbutic,  and  in  fome  of  them  it  has 
been  of  Service.  I have  alfo  tried  it  in  feve- 
ral  Cafes  of  Coughs  and  Adhmas,  in  which  it 

N has 
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has  fometimes  proved  expe£lorant*  and  pro- 
cured Relief;  I have  adminiftered  it  in  fome 
Cafes  of  nervous  AfFeFtions  of  the  fpafmodic 
Kind  with  Advantage.  In  feveral  other  Dif- 
eales,  in  which  it  has  been  exhibited,  its  Ef- 
fefts  have  likewife  been  found  beneficial  and 
flattering,  while  in  many  others  it  has  procur- 
ed no  Relief. 

I have  only  had  Opportunities  of  trying 
the  Medicine,  in  a few  Cafes  of  Iaundice  from 
biliary  Calculi,  but  with  apparent  Relief;  and 
am  ftrongly  inclined  to  believe,  that  it  will  be 
found  of  real  Service  in  this  Difeafe,  by  pro- 
moting a Secretion  of  the  extraneous  Bile 
floating  in  the  Blood,  through  the  Kidnies, 
from  its  diuretic  EffeUs ; and  by  favouring 
the  Difcharge  of  the  Concretions  into  the  in- 
ternal Canal,  from  its  anodyne  and  relaxing 
EfFefts  upon  the  biliary  Duds. 


I have  preferibed  Clyftcrs  of  the  Infufion 
of  Tobacco  in  feveral  Cafes  of  the  Colic,  with 
defirable  EfFe6f,  after  the  ordinary  Means  had 

failed.

* Immediately  after  my  firft  Publication  on  Tobacco,  I 
received  a Letter  from  a learned  and  experienced  Phyhcian 
relative  to  its  medicinal  Effects,  wherein  he  accounts  for  the 
Relief,  which  has  fucceededits  Adminiflration  in  fome  Cafes 
of  Coughs  accompanied  with  Dyfpnrea,  in  a mod  fatisfac- 
tory  Manner;  as  will  appear  by  the  following  Extract. 
“ Authors  principally  lpeakof  it”  (meaning  Tobacco)  <c  as 
“ an  expectorant;  but  it  is  probable  that  the  afthmatic 
“ Cafes,  in  which  they  record  its  Efficacy,  were  really  Caies 
ie  of  ferous  Effufion,  and  that  they  overlooked  its  diuretic 
“ Effect,  the  true  Caufe  of  the  Relief  obtained.” 
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A ftrong  marked  Cafe  of  Tympanitis  In- 
teftinalis  (or  Tympany  from  Flatulence  in  the 
Bowels)  of  two  Years  Continuance,  after  the 
Trial  of  various  Remedies  with  little  or  no 
Benefit,  has  been  furprifingly  relieved  by  Clyf- 
ters  of  Tobacco,  prepared  fomewhat  ftronger 
than  thofe  direfiled  in  the  Treatment  of  the 
Colic.  Their  Operation  was  moderately  pur- 
gative, accompanied  with  Naufea,  Vertigo,  a 
copious  Perfpiration,  and  much  Difcharge  of 
Wind. 

In  a Cafe  of  a Woman  aged  33,  who  had 
been  affiifted  with  Afcarides  forfeveral  Montns, 
attended  with  a troublefome  Pruritus  Ani, 
and  occafional  Difcharges  of  thofe  Animalcu- 
les; I ordered  a Clyfter  of  an  Ounce  ol  the 
Infufion,  in  half  a Pint  of  Milk,  to  be  injefl- 
ed  at  Bed-time,  twice  in  the  Courfe  of  a 
Week.  She  was  materially  relieved  by  the 
firft  Operation,  and  has  had  no  Symptom  of 
her  Diforder  fince  the  laft,  Each  I nj  eft  ion 
was  attended  with  a flight  Vertigo  and  Naufea 
for  about  fifteen  Minutes,  was  alfo  retained 
about  an  Hour,  and  then  occafioning  a ftrong 
Motion  of  the  Reftum,  procured  a Stool  and 
a Difcharge  of  Afcarides,  about  one  hundred 
from  the  two  Operations. 

I have  now  exhibited  the  Infufion  in  fevcn- 
ty-nine  Dropfical  Cafes,  including  thofe  con- 
tained in  the  firft  Seftion,  twenty- eight  of 
which  were  cured,  thirty-two  relieved,  and 
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nineteen  not  relieved.  Its  Succefs  appears  to 
have  been  much  more  confpicuous  in  Cafes  of 
Anafarca  than  Afcites. 

I have  alfo  adminiftered  it  in  different  Spe- 
cies of  Dyfury  to  more  than  fifty  Patients,  in- 
cluding the  Cafes  which  are  contained  in  the 
fecond  Seftnon,  and  they  have  all  been  more 
or  ids  relieved  in  the  Proportion  of  feven  out 
of  eight,  which  it  mufl  be  acknowledged,  is  a 
favourable  Account  of  its  curative  Influence 
in  fuch  a painful  Complaint, 

Upon  the  whole,  from  the  Fafts  and  Obfer- 
vations  which  have  been  adduced,  relative  to 
the  medicinal  Properties  and  Virtues  of  To- 
bacco, I hope  it  will  appear  reafonable  to 
draw  the  following  pradical  Conciufions. 

if.  That  the  Infujion  of  Tobacco  is  generally 
diuretic , frequently  anodyne , and fome times  laxa- 
tive. 

2 cl.  That  it  is  an  efficacious  Medicine  in  drop- 
Jical  Cafes,  its  Succefs  for  the  moji  Part  flrik- 
ingly  correj 'ponding  with  its  diuretic  Effedl. 

3 d.  That , in  general , it  is  of  great  Service 
in  B f uries  ( or  Cafes  of  Pain  and  Difficulty  in 
faffing  Urine)  by  relieving  the  Pam,  and  promot- 
ing a Flozu  of  Urine , which  is  fometimes  attended 
with  a Dij charge  of  gritty  Matter .

Extracts  of  Letters  from  Dr.  W ill  an,  Phyji- 
cian  to  the  Finjbury  and  Public  Difpenfaries , 
in  London . 

London,  April  20,  1785. 

" T Have  tried  the  infufion  in  a variety  of: 
X cafes,  and  find  it  fucceed  very  well, 
where  there  is  any  fair  chance  of  Recovery, 
particularly  in  anafarca.  In  old  People,  afflict- 
ed with  a confirmed  anafarca,  or  in  inveterate 
cafes  of  afeites,  it  makes  little  impreffion  : per- 
haps no  fubftance  in  Nature  can  move  their 
Kidneys,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  determination 
or  abftraHion  of  the  thinner  fluids,  which  is 
made  perverfely  in  another  DireHion.  It  had 
a confiderable  effeft  on  the  patient,  which  you 
faw  with  me  in  London,  and  indeed  was  the 
only  diuretic  that  ever  afted  at  all  upon  him. 

He, 
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He,  at  that  time,  fcarcely  made  a pint  of  wa- 
ter per  diem ; but  by  taking  the  infufion,  pre- 
pared with  a minute  proportion*  of  the  Herb, 
from  one  to  four  table-lpoonfuls  repeatedly,  had 
it  increafed  to  three  pints  and  upwards.  How- 
ever it  loft  its  effedf  in  eight  or  ten  days  and 
he  returned  to  his  former  liate.  It  is  fingular 
that  this  was  the  only  medicine  that  would  ftay 
on  his  ftomach  latterly.  He  died  in  about  a 
month  or  five  weeks  afterwards.  On  opening 
the  body,  we  found  feveral  gallons  of  water 
in  the  abdomen,  no  morbid  appearance  in 
the  vifcera,  except  in  the  Gall-bladder,  which 
was  Huffed  with  hard,  black,  concreted,  gru- 
mous  maffes.”

“ ¥ Continue  to  ufe  Tobacco  with  pretty  cer- 
JL  tain  fuccefs  in  anafarca,  &c.  and  make 
fome  impreflion  on  afcites,  though  I cannot  lay 
I have  made  a complete  cure,  except  in  three, 
which  fucceeded  agues,  and  foon  yielded  to  it. 
I ufually  give  the  infufion  or  tinclure  which 
you  have  recommended.  The  effeff  is  very 
uncertain  in  fome  conftitutions,  efpeciall'y  fe- 
males ; fmall  dofes,  as  twenty  drops,  fome- 
times  exciting  fuch  a naufea,  that  they  will  not 
perfift  in  it.  In  many  cafes  of  gravel  it  has 
been  ufeful,  as  it  increafcs  the  quantity,  and 
alters  the  ft  ate  of  the  Urine  considerably/'

cc  T yf  7TTH  refpe£f  to  nicotiana,  I can  fay 
V V that  it  is,  in  almoft  all  cafes,  diuretic. 
The  proportion  of  inftances,  wherein  it  has 
not  procured  fome  increafe  of  urine  is  not 
worth  fpeaking  of.  It  has  not  failed  of  pro- 
ducing fome  effeft;  in  above  two  or  three  cafes, 
and  thefe  of  inveterate  alcites,  in  the  laft  ftage 
of  the  difeafe.  I often  try  it  comparatively 
with  the  digitalis.  Sometimes  one  fucceeds 
where  the  other  fails,  and  vice  verfa*.”

* It  is  well  known  ter  moft  Practitioners,  that  different 
Diuretics  will  fuit  different  Conffitutions  better  than  others; 
and  therefore  (agreeable  to  Dr.  Wiliam’s  Obfervation)  which 
ever  of  the  above  Medicine  has  happened  to  be  exhibited 
and  failed,  it  may  often  be  advifable  to  make  Trial  of  the 
Other.  I cannot  omit  this  Opportunity,  of  bearing  my  Tef- 
timony,  in  Favor  of  the  Efficacy  of  the  Digitalis  in  the  Cure 
of  Dropfies.  It  is  certainly  a moft  powerful  Diuretic,  and 
may  be  ydminiftered  with  great  advantage,  due  Attention 
being  paid  to  the  Rules  and  Cautions,  laid  down  by  Dr. 
Withering,  in  his  excellent  practical  Treatife  on  the  Fox- 
glove. 

.We  are  now  in  Poffeffion  of  three  very  powerful  Sedative 
Diuretics,  the  Squill,  Foxglove,  and  Tobacco,  whofe  cura- 
tive Effects  are  evidently  very  fimilar,  and  their  operative 
ones  feem  to  be  much  more  lo  than  moft  Practitioners  are 
aware  of.  They  poffefs  many  of  the  latter  in  common,  efpe- 
cially  as  Diuretics  and  Naufeatives,  and  are  all  capable  of  af- 
feCting  the  natural,  vital,  and  animal  Functions.  But  the  ope- 
rative EffeCts  by  which  they  feem  to  differ  the  moft  from  each 
other,  are,  Naufea  from  the  Squill,  diminiffied  Pulfe  from 
the  Foxglove  (although  not  a frequent  EffeCt)  and  Vertigo 
from  the  Tobacco.  With  refpeCt  however  to  the  Squill, 
although  a Medicine  of  great  Antiquity,  and  Reputation, 
and  much  noticed  by  almoft  every  Writer  on  the  Materia 
Medica,  its  operative  Character  is  at  prefeftt.by  no  Means 
complete.
